dren left th e courtroom in tears after 
th e verdict was read. 


Wh en polled, only two of th e jurors 
said th ey accepted Mrs. Parson’s case. 
One juror was undecided and nine 
voted in favor of rejecting th e suit. 
Mrs. Parson maintained th at before 
th e sauna bath incident on March 3, 
19 70, sh e was a devout Cath olic, and 
devoted wife and moth er. 
Afterwards, sh e and h er psy ch iatrist 
said, sh e developed a split personality . 
One of th e personalities is promis­ 
cuous, sh e said, and prowls bars and 
dance h alls in miniskirts and low cur 
blouses, picking up strange men and 
h aving sex with th em. 


On March 18, 19 71, th e Securities and 
Ex ch ange Commission began an inves­ 
tigation of Vesco and h is companies. 
Vesco, Sears said, enlisted h is aid to 
try to get Mitch ell to h elp by getting 
Vesco’s side of th e affair to SEC Ch air­ 
man William Casey .

Chrysler told to 
recall '73 models 


WASHINGTON

tion Agency (EPA) ordered 
Chrysler Corp. today to recall 
825,000 197 3 model passenger 
cars— about half of its total 
output—to correct a defect in 
the air pollution control sys­ 
tem. 


The action also affected 1,- 
000 197 4 model trucks, bring­ 
ing the total recall to 826,000 
velucles. 


In the first large scale re­ 
call ordered by the EPA, Ad­ 
ministrator Russell E. Train 
said that “ virtually all” the 
cars 
would 
emit 
nitrogen 
oxides 
“ considerably 
above 
the 
federal 
emission 
stan­ 
dard.” 


The 
defect cited 
by 
the 
EPA is a temperature sen­ 
sing device that activates an 
exhaust gas recirculation sys­ 


tem designed to reduce nitro­ 
gen oxide emissions. 
In a letter to Chrysler Vice 
President Sidney L. 
Terry, 
Train said that “ it is my con­ 
clusion that 
sufficient 
data 
has been 
provided 
by the 
Chrysler Corp. to determine 
that within their useful life of 
50,000 miles, virtually all ve­ 
hicles equipped” with the de­ 
fective sensing device “ will 
emit nitrogen oxide consid­ 
erably above” the Clean Air 
Act standards for auto emis­ 
sions. 
The recall covers all cars 
produced 
after 
March 
15, 
197 3, or about 50 per cent of 
Chrysier’s total 197 3 produc­ 
tion, the EPA said. 
Chrysler 
recognized 
the 
problem in time to remove 
the defective sensing devices 
on 197 4 cars, and on all but 
the 1,000 197 4 model trucks.

Comic actor 
Billy de Wolfe 
dies; cancer 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Billy 
de 
Wolfe, 
vaudeville 
dancer turned dapper musta­ 
chioed comic actor in movies 
of the 1940s, died Tuesday at 
UCLA Medical Center. 
Death was believed caused 
by lung cancer, a hospital 
spokesman said. He had been 
hospitalized since Feb. 26. 
De Wolfe was believed to 
have been in his late 60s. He 
apparently went io some trou­ 
ble to conceal his age, which 
is not listed in any cf the stan­ 
dard reference works giving 
biographical details of cele­ 
brities. 
However, 
one 
reference 
book, “ The Filmgoer’s Com­ 
panion,” lists his birth year 
as 1905. 
De Wolfe was 
bom Bill 
Jones 
in 
Walliston, 
Mass., 
and got his start in the enter­ 
tainment business as a thea­ 
ter usher there. He joined the 
Jim m y O’Connor band as a 
dancer, and toured 
Europe 
with a dance team. 
He appeared on the London 
stage in “ Revels in Rhythm,” 
and toured the United States 
and Canada as a comae. 
His early movies included 
“ Miss 
Suzy 
Flagle’s,” ” Our 
H e a r t s 
W e r e 
Growing 
Up.” “ Perils of Pauline” and 
“ Isn’t It Romantic?” 
H e 
appeared 
in 
“ Dear 
Ruth,” 
“ Dear 
Wife,” 
and 
“ Dear 
Brat,” 
“ Tea 
for 
Two,” “ Lullaby of Broadway” 
and “ Call Me Madame.” 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Im­ 
presario Sol Hurok, America’s 
“ artistic ambassador,” 
who 
introduced the Bolshoi Ballet 
to America and took pianist 
Van Cliburn to Russia, died of 
a heart attack Tuesday. He 
was 85. 
Hurok, who never retired 
was stricken w'hile in the of­ 
fice of banker David Rock­ 
efeller, a long-time friend. He 
was pronounced dead a short 
time later at a hospital. Ear­ 
lier he had had lunch with 
Andres Segovia, the Spanish 
classical guitarist. 


Hurok used to say. “ So long 
as you dance and sing togeth­ 
er, there is no bloodshed.” He 
sent American performers on 
triumphal 
round-the-world 
tours and brought cultural ta­ 
lent from Europe and the Far 
East to the United States. 
He presented more than 1,- 
800 performers during his ca­ 
reer. The list reads like a ros­ 
ter of the world’s leading mu­ 
sicians, dancers and singers 
in the 20th Century: 
Anna 
Pavlova, 
Isadora 
Duncan, 
Marian Anderson, Arthur Ru- 
b i n s t e i n , Roberta Peters, 
Isaac Stem, Jan Peerce, Van 
Cliburn, Margot Fonteyn, and 
many others. 
As a measure of his fame, 
he often took marquee billing 
over artists, with the legend 
“ S. Hurok Presents.” 
His last big promotion was 
the return U.S. tour of sopr­ 
ano Maria Callas, who ap­ 
peared in 
New York 
City 
Tuesday night. 
Hurok was probably best 
known for his promotion of 
cultural exchanges between 


the United States and the So­ 
viet Union, including the Bol­ 
shoi Ballet. 
He gambled his own money 
on first bringing over the Bol­ 
shoi in 1959. but was the envy 
of the business and cultural 
worlds when he reaped a han­ 
dsome profit from the eftort. 
He defended such U.S.-Soviet 
cultural exchanges as “ a silk 
thread that brings people and 
peopie together.” 
Hurok. a short, rotund, ow- 
lish-looking man, was born in 
the small town of Pogar in 
Czarist Russia. At the age of 
15 he left for America, arriv­ 
ing in New \ork in May, 
1906, with three rubles ($1.50) 
in his pocket. 
He first worked bundling 
newspapers for the old Phila­ 
delphia 
Press. 
A reporter, 
Lincoln Martin, later a music 
critic, invited him and other 
boys home after work to lis­ 
ten to music. 
“ It was the first time I’d 
ever heard Wagner,” recalled 
Hurok in a 1961 interview. “ It 
was the beginning really of 
my period of listening to mus­ 
ic.” 
Hurok later moved to New 
York, 
began 
attending 
the 
opera and arranged musical 
programs for labor clubs and 
worker’s 
organizations. 
He 
broke into big-time promotion 
in 1913 when he rented the 
New York Hippodrome, since 
torn down, for a series of 
S u n d a y afternoon concerts 
called “ Music for the Mas­ 
ses,” at which well known 
performers appeared. 
By the 1920’s, he was ma­ 
naging famous artists, includ-

Acco rding to the U.S. Office o f Educatio n, mo re 
than 4 .5 millio n scho o l-age children suffer fro m 
so me fo rm o f handicap that affects their capacity to 
use o i' understand language. 
These handicaps range fro m mino r learning dis­ 
abilities to aphasia, the impairment o r lo ss o f lang­ 
uage faculties, and dy slex ia, the impairment o f the 
ability to read due to brain defects. 
“ Witho ut the ability to grasp the basic to o ls o f 
language, a child’s future academic success — and 
so cial dev elo pment — will almo st, inv ariably be se­ 
rio usly jeo pardized,” po ints o ut Geo rge Stem, presi­ 
dent o f Mo nterey Learning Sy stems, o ne o f the na­ 
tio n’s pio neers in special educatio n pro grams fo r 
learning-disabled. 
Yet up to o nly a few y ears ago . such children 
were ex pelled o r v irtually ex cluded fro m public 
scho o ls. Their educatio n was co nsidered a priv ilege 
rather than a right, and the respo nsibility o f their 
parents rather than o f so ciety . 
Then in 197 0, effo rts to integrate learning-disabled 
and handicapped children into the mainstream o f 
public educatio n reached a climax when parents in 
Pennsy lv ania to o k legal actio n. They actually sued 
the state to pro v ide educatio nal serv ices — within 
the public scho o l sy stem — fo r their children, re­ 
gardless o f the sev erity o f their handicaps. 
In a landmark federal-district co urt decisio n, a 
co nsent decree was issued which mandated Pennsy l­ 
v ania to pro v ide special educatio n pro grams and 
serv ices fo r handicapped children. This mandate — 
(and mo re significantly , Pennsy lv ania’s respo nse to 
it — h as set a precedent that is being fo llo wed in 
scho o l districts acro ss the co untry . 
Th e Penny slv ania pro ject is the largest educatio n­ 
al p ro gram fo r learning-disabled children in the na­ 
tio n . It was dev elo ped by Mo nterey Learning Sy s­ 
tems th ro u gh 
research co nducted by the Behav io ral 
Sciences Institute, a no npro fit educatio nal research 
h n d therapy o rganizatio n. Mo re than 2 9 scho o l dis­ 
tricts co v ering the entire state and mo re than 1.000 
speech and hearing perso nnel are inv o lv ed in the 
pro ject. 
Parents in o ther states are fo llo wing the ex ample 
o f their co unterparts in Pennsy lv ania. As a result, 
at least a do zen similar co nsent decrees hav e been 
issued by federal co urts acro ss the co untry and 
educato rs in so me 30 states hav e cho sen to integrate 
Mo nterey ’s pro gram into their public scho o l sy s­ 
tems. 


Consideration for 
cash customers 


Strange to relate in this day o f the ubiquito us 
credit card, so me peo ple still prefer to use cash in 
their ev ery day business transactio ns. Peculiar as 
this habit may be. they sho uld no t be penalized fo r 
it, co ntends at. least o ne co nsumer gro up. 
Or to put it ano ther way , merchants who accept 
credit cards sho uld be allo wed to giv e disco unts to 
cash custo mers. 
This is the brunt o f a suit that has been filed in U.S. 
District Co urt in Washingto n, D.C., by Co nsumers 
Unio n. The o rganizatio n wants the co urt to o utlaw 
pro v isio ns in credit card co ntracts that bar mer­ 
chants fro m o ffering such cash disco unts. 
The suit argues that merchants ho no ring the 
cards must abso rb what amo unts to a serv ice 
charge o f fro m 2 to 8 per cent o f the sales price — 
which, o f co urse, is tacked o nto the sales price — 
and that they sho uld be permitted to o ffer an 
equiv alent, cash disco unt to custo mers who pay cash 
and thus sav e them the serv ice charge. 
If the suit is successful, that green stuff we used 
to carry in o ur po ckets co uld beco me fashio nable 
again.

WASHINGTON — Pro po nents hav e the U.S po ised 
to take the plunge into the metric sy stem. It co uld 
pro v e to be a co stly dip. 
Acco rding to a study by the General Acco unting 
Office, natio nal co nv ersio n to the metric sy stem will 
co st $4 5 billio n to $100 billio n. What GAO do es no t 
say is that bill will be passed o n to an already 
o v erburdened co nsumer. 
The metric sy stem is lauded as the key to impro v ­ 
ing America's ex po rt trade. Other co untries, we are 
to ld, ho ld an edge because their shipping clerks and 
do ck w o rke rs are able to so rt and deliv er by meter, 
liter and decameter, a sy stem they hav e gro wn up 
with. 
GAO say s co nv ersio n to the metric sy stem wo uld 
make U.S ex po rts ev en mo re co stly and “ place 
these pro ducts at ev en mo re o f a co mpetitiv e dis­ 
adv antage v is-a-v is the pro ducts o f fo reign firms 
that are already metric.”

UPLAND — Mrs. Ina Petokas. the 
only challenger against a field of three 
incumbents, scored an upset victory 
Tuesday to become the second woman 
ever to win a seat on the City Council.

In a statement sent to local 
congressional representatives, 
county supervisors, city coun­ 
cils and West End chambers 
of commerce, the Montclair 
chamber’s board of directors 
urged that fuel supplies for 
the West End be increased 
immediately . 
Failing that, the chamber 
asked that vehicle smog con­ 
trol devices be disconnected 
by permit to allow increased 
mileage. 
The chamber’s action ap­ 
parently stems from the be­ 
lief that the fuel shortage is 
already crippling small busi­ 
nesses and that the controlled 
sales sy stem in Los Angele 
County will heighten the sup­ 
ply problem. 
Tom Watson, manager of 
the Montclair Chamber of 


Commerce, 
explained 
that 
small businesses are being 
hurt two way s by the fuel 
shortage. First, the smaller 
stores are suffering a drop in 
the volume of customers as 
West End 
residents curtail 
their shopping trips. 
Secondly , 
he 
explained, 
small businesses that depend 
on their own small vehicle 
fleet for pickup or delivery of 
goods are unable to conduct 
business because of the una­ 
vailability of adequate fuel 
supplies. 
Because of the 
even-odd 
sales sy stem now in effect in 
Los Angeles County , Watson 
said, some businessmen be­ 
lieve that gasoline lines in the 
West End communities have 
lengthened as Los Angeles 
County residents cross over 
the county line in search of 
fuel. 
“ We're urging that all of the 
chambers 
of commerce in 
the West End combine with 
us in an all out effort to get 
some action in this drastic si­ 
tuation,” said Watson.

The fries have it 
Whether it’s french fries, 
crinkle cuts, shoestrings, po­ 
tato puffs, or potato patties, 
Americans are eating more 
frozen potato products than 
ever before. 
In 1954 we ate less than 
half a pound of frozen potato 
products per person. Today, 
the average American eats 
over ten pounds a year. In 
fact, more potatoes are frozen 
than any other vegetable. 
Some of the new types of 
potato products—such as pre­ 
formed patties and puffs—are 
increasingly popular, but the 
traditional fries are still by 
far the favorite. 
When buying frozen trench 
fries, look for the grade name 
on the package. “ U. S. Grade 
A” or “ U. S. Fancy” fries 
are the very best in color, 
size, shape, and texture. You 


may find packages marked 
“ Grade A” or “ fancy” with­ 
out the U. S. prefix. These 
should meet the same stan­ 
dards as packages marked 
“ U. S. Grade A” or “ U. S. 
Fancy” , but the U. S. desig­ 
nation is extra assurance of 
quality. It means a grader 
from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has inspected the 
product and certified its qual­ 
ity for you. Although there 
are two other general levels 
of 
quality—Grades 
B 
and 
C—these are not usually seen 
in retail stores. 
Neither federal grading nor 
grade labeling are mandato­ 
ry- 
If there is no grade desig­ 
nation on the label and the 
french 
fries 
are 
in 
see- 
through packages, you can 
c h e c k the quality your­ 
self—using some of the cri­ 
teria that USDA graders use. 
The best fries are a uniform, 
light color. The pieces are 
uniform in width—not neces­ 
sary in length—and have few, 
if any, dark spots or other de­ 
fects. 
Texture can be checked 
only by heating the product. 
Federal graders make this 
check and you can too. When 
the french fries are heated 
they should be moderately 
crisp on the surface, cooked 
throughout, tender and not 
soggy. 
When heating frozen french 
fries, it is important to follow 
the directions on the package. 
Time and temperature are 
very 
important. 
Tf 
frozen 
french fries are not prepared 
properly, the results are like­ 
ly to be unsatisfactory even if 
they were top quality to begin 
with. 
This is particularly true 
when you are using a deep 
fat fryer. If you have a small 
deep fat fryer, be sure to 
cook only a small batch of 
frozen french fries at a time. 
Let the oil heat up between 
batches. Low oil temperatures 
will cause the french fries to 
become soggy and to cook im­ 
properly. 
The oven method is the 
simplest and most often-used 
method 
of cooking 
french 
fries at fhome. Be sure the 
oven has reached the proper 
temperature before putting in 
the french fries. Overcook­ 
ing—either in the oven or in a 
deep fat 
fryer—makes the 
french fries too crisp. Serve 
them promptly after prepara­ 
tion. 
For those who prefer deep- 
fat-fried french frfies but don’t 
want to bother with a deep 
fat fryer, there is an alterna­ 
tive heating method. Put the 
frozen french fries in a skillet 
with just enough oil to cover 
the bottom of the pan. Keep 
shaking the frying pan—as 
you would for popcorn—until 
the frozen french fries reach 
the desired color. Then, be­ 
fore serving, blot them with 
paper towels to get rid of ex­ 
cess oil. 


FRESH SPINACH TIPS 


A delightful change of pace 
in salads and a welcome 
ccoked vegetable, fresh spi­ 
nach is in good supply right 
now'. To help you choose the 
highest quality - follow these 
tips from the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture’s Agricul­ 
tural Marketing Service: 
Look for fresh, young, 
crisp leaves which h a v s a 
good green color. 
Avoid spinach with coarse 
leaves, fibrous stems, yellow­ 
ish-green in color, or in a wil­ 
ted condition. 
To prepare spinach cut off 
root ends and any damaged 
leaves. Wash at least three 
times to remove sand. Ref­ 
rigerate in plastic bag. 
Use within 1 to 2 days for 
highest quality.

Beware of the infamous four' in food poisoning 


Vchi don’t feel good. Your 
stomach is upset. You have 
abdominal 
pains, 
diarrhea, 
perhaps a headache. 
You may think you are 
coming down with a cold or 
the flu. That’s possible. But, 
it's also possible you have 
fallen victim to one of the 
“ infamous four.” 
These are four common 
causes of food poisoning — 
Salmonella. Clostridium per- 
fringens. Staphylococcus, and 
Clostridium botulinum. Don’t 
be floored by big names. 
They are simple, little bac­ 
teria organisms — one-celled 
organisms that multiply by 
dividing. To divide they need 
food, warmth, and moisture. 
These bacteria may be pre­ 
sent in all foods because they 
are everywhere in the envi­ 
ronment. It’s up ¡to you to 
protect 
yourself 
and 
your 
family from them. 
The ‘‘infamous four” can 
cause illness or in extreme 
cases even death. 
Many people from the far­ 
mer through the retailer work 
to protect you from these bac­ 
teria. The U.S. Department of 


A griculture or a state agency 
i n s p e c t s your meat and 
poultry for wholesomeness. 
The Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration inspects plants where 
all other foods are produced. 
But, from the supermarket 
shelf to the dinner table you 
are the one responsible for 
protecting your food. Your re- 
ponsibility begins in the su­ 
permarket.. Don’t buy any 
food in containers — cans or 
packages — that are out­ 
dated, broken, bent, or leaky. 
Especially avoid bulging cans 
_ the food could contain leth­ 
al botulism toxin. Let the 
store manager know there is 
something wrong so that he 
can take the package or can 
off the shelf. 
Another thing you can do in 
the supermarket is to make 
sure meat, poultry, and fro­ 
zen foods are kept cold. Buy 
them last so they don’t warm 
up or defrost in the cart while 
shopping. 
Make the 
grocery 
store 
your last stop so you can go 
r i g h t home. On arriving 
home, immediately put your 
meat and poultry in the refri­ 
gerator, which should be at 40 
degrees, or in the freezer at 0 
i degrees. Put frozen foods in 
the freezer right away. This 
prevents any bacteria in the 
food from growing. 
When you take your fresh 
meat, poultry, or frozen foods, 
out to cook, don’t do any fav­ 
ors for the ‘‘infamous four.” 
Thaw them in the refrigera­ 
tor, or cook them frozen. If 
you must thaw in a hurry, do 
so in a water-tight plastic bag 
submerged in cold water. 
Never thaw frozen food un­ 
covered on a kitchen counter 
at room temperature. 
Re­ 
member, there are bacteria 
everywhere, and room tem­ 
perature lets them grow. 
The way 
the 
“ infamous 
four” usually strike in the 
home is through cross-con­ 
tamination. Since the bacteria 
are killed under proper cook­ 
ing temperatures, an illness 
from cross-contamination can 
take the right precautions. 
Here’s how that can happen: 
Your 
chicken 
has 
been 
thawed and you have cut it 
up on your cutting board. You 
put the chicken into the fry­ 
ing pan and began preparing 
your other foods. If you use 
the same knife and cutting 
board without first washing 
the utensils and your hands in 
soap and hot water, you could 
contaminate 
whatever 
else 
you prepare. 
Pets are also carriers of 
the “ infamous four” bacteria. 
After handling pets, wash 
your hands before working 
with food. Don’t allow pet 
feeding dishes, toys, or bed­ 
ding in the kitchen. Don’t let 
pets touch food, utensils, or 
food-working surfaces. 
Here are some details about 
the “ infamous four” : 
Salmonella (sal, mo-nel, q) 
is one of the most common 
causes 
of 
food 
poisoning. 
While it is not often fatal, it 
is widespread. More than two 
million cases of illness from 
Salmonella poisoning are be­ 
lieved to occur in ¡the U.S. 
each year. 
Salmonella is most com­ 
monly found in raw meats, 
poultry, eggs, milk, fish, and 
products made from them. 
Other sources can be pets, 
such as dogs, cats, turtles, 
birds, and fish. 
There is n o way to tell by 
looking at, tasting, or smell­ 
ing the food whether Salmo­ 
nella germs are present To 
avoid them, however, do not 
handle the food excessively 
and keep it below 40 degrees 
or above 140 degrees. 
Salmonella germs in food 


are destroyed by heat. So, use 
a 
meat 
thermometer 
and 
cook food thoroughly. 
You 
can have your beef rare and 
Salmonella free. 
Al so, 
h e a t 
leftovers 
thoroughly. Broth and gravies 
should be brought to a rolling 
boil for several minutes when 
reheating. 
Symptoms of Salmonella in­ 
fection are fever, headache, 
d i a r r h e a , abdominal dis­ 
comfort, and occasionally vo­ 
miting. These appear in 24 
hour s after eating 
con- 


taminated food. Most poeple 
recover in two to four days. 
Children 
under

elderly 
people, and people already 
weakened by disease could 
become seriously ill. 
Clostridium 
perfingens 
(klos-trid’ 
i-um 
per-fringe'- 
ins) is widely distributed in 
nature — in the soil, dust, on 
food, and in the intestinal 
tracts 
of man 
and 
other 
warmblooded animals. They 
are more widespread over the 
earth than any other disease- 
causing micro-organism. 


D i s e a s e o u t b r e a k s 
frequently occur when foods 
are held in large quanitities 
at improper temperatures for 
several hours or overnight. 
Perfringens 
outbreaks 
are 
closely associated with res­ 
taurants or other large feed- 
i n g 
establishments 
where 
foods are held for long pe­ 
riods of time on steam tables 
or other warming devices. 
To avoid perfringens, meats 
should be properly cooked, 
held hot (above 140 degrees) 
and served hot. If you cook 


meat for later use, cool the 
meat rapidly in small con­ 
tainers in a refrigerator to 40 
degrees or below. Thoroughly 
reheat leftover meats or meat 
dishes before serving — and 
bring leftover gravy to a rol­ 
ling boil before serving. Main­ 
tain cold cuts and cold sliced 
meats below 40 degrees and 
serve them cold. 
Large numbers of perfri­ 
ngens bacteria 
can 
cause 
diarrhea and abdominal pain 
in from four to 22 hours — 
usually in about 12 hours. 


Staphylococcus (staf* y-lo- 
kok’ us) — known as staph — 
is quite common. Staph or­ 
ganisms are in your respi­ 
ratory passages and on your 
skin. They usually enter food 
from a human or an animal. 
Staph germs grow in a wide 
variety of foods — all meats, 
poultry and 
egg products, 
egg, tuna, chicken, potato, or 
macaroni salads, cream filled 
pastries, and sandwich fil­ 
lings. If staph germs are al­ 
lowed to multiply to high le­ 
vels, they form a toxin which 


you cannot boil or bake away. 
Symptoms of staph food 
poisoning are diarrhea, vomit­ 
ing, and abdominal cramps. 
They appear two to 
four 
hours after eating and may 
bother you for 24 to 48 hours. 
Staph food poisoning is rarely 
fatal. 
Clostridium 
botulinum 
(klos-trid’ i-um bot’ u-li’ 
num), while rare, is usually 
fatal. A tiny amount of the to­ 
xin 
poison 
from 
botulism 
germs can kill you. Botulism 
spores are found throughout 


the environment and are har­ 
mless. However, in the proper 
environment, and when not 
destroyed by heat, the spores 
divide and produce poisonous 
toxins. When you eat food 
containing the toxin, you can 
become ill or die. Heat makes 
the toxin harmless. 
Only five deaths from botul­ 
ism in commercially canned 
foods have 
been 
reported 
since 1925. But poisoning from 
home-canned foods happens 
more often. About 700 people

Undercooking is the real 
culprit in home-canning. In 
general, high acid foods may 
be canned by boiling: but all 
other, including meats and 
poultry, should be canned in 
pressure cookers at the ap­ 
propriate heat level for the 
required length of time. 
Signs of botulism poisoning 
begin 12 to 36 hours after eat­ 
ing the food. They include 
double vision, 
inability 
to 
swallow, 
speech 
difficulty, 
and progressive paralysis of 
the respiratory system. 
Medical help must be ob­ 
tained fast. If botulism is sus­ 
pected, call your doctor im­ 
mediately. 
To guard against botulism, 
inspect all food containers be­ 
fore opening and serving — 
whether commercially canned 
or home canned. Avoid food 
i n 
containers 
with 
leaky 
seals, and bent, broken, or 
bulging cans. Do not taste the 
contents! Do not even open a 
bulging can. It takes only a 
small amount of botulism to­ 
xin to be fatal. 
Salmonella. 
perfringens, 
and staphylococcus are invi­ 
sible and can be detected only 
by a bacteriological test. Bo­ 
tulism may provide its own 
clues in canned foods. Bul­ 
ging cans, an off color, unu­ 
sual odor, or suspect appear­ 
ance are the fiipoff. If in 
doubt: Don’t eat it; don’t 
even taste It! If it’s home- 
canned, throw it away where 
no person or animal can get 
to it. Save any commercially 
canned product you may sus­ 
pect and report it to the Food 
and Drug Administration, or 
your local public health offi­ 
cials. 
The “ infamous four” are 
everywhere, but with proper 
food handling practices, you 
can prevent them from caus­ 
ing illness in your home. 


Paris crash 


the first for 


jumbo jets 


ST. LOUIS, Mo. (U PI) - 
The crash of a Turkish Air­ 
lines Jetliner Sunday near 
Paris was the first fatal 
crash of a DC 10 produced by 
McDonnell Douglas Corp. of 
St. Louis. 
All 344 persons aboard the 
wide-bodied plane were killed 
in the worst air disaster in 
history. 
The 130 DClOs in service 
across the world have carried 
23 million passengers and log­ 
ged 185 million miles since 
the plane was first introduced 
in 1971, a McDonnell spokes­ 
man said this week. 
The Trijet Transport has a 
cruise speed in excess of 600 
miles an hour and can ac­ 
commodate up to 345 passen­ 
gers. The 182-foot-long plane 
costs about $20 million. 
The jetliner is produced in 
Long Beach, Calif., by the 
Douglas Aircraft CO. division 
of McDonnell Douglas. Major 
components and parts are 
provided by an international 
network of subcontractors and 
other suppliers. 
General Electric and Pratt 
& Whitney supply the plane’s 
three 'engines. 
The McDonnell spokesman 
denied “categorically” a Brit­ 
ish press report that since 
August 1972 DClOs in service 
were being inspected with 
Xray equipment after every 
30 takeoffs. The inspections 
reportedly were carried out 
because of twro incidents in 
which the tail-mounted DC10 
engines shattered in flight. 
The spokesman acknow­ 
ledged 
that 
some 
airlines 
may be conducting such tests 
on their own without McDon­ 
nell’s knowledge, but said the 
company has received “ no 
complaints about the engines.”

shift budgets 
to buy meat 


Meat on the table—that is 
what most people still de­ 
mand despite steadily rising 
costs. 
There is no doubt that we 
will eat more lentils, dry 
beans and soy products to 
keep down costs and to gef 
essential protein. But to most ! 
people there is a limit to 
these foods in their diet. Even , 
with the cruel financial pres­ 
sure of the cost of steaks and I 
roasts most people will not 
adjust to going without them 
constantly. They will give up 
something else instead. 
"Meat, like gasoline for our 
car, is absolutely essential to 
our daily way of life. For I 
most people’s way of life. I’d 
rather give up shoes than 
think of giving up steak. We , 
need physical stamina just as , 
we need means to drive to 
work. Take these things away 
and what have you got?” j 
asks Ruth Lundgren, a widow 
with two sons in college who 
is president of her own food ! 
promotion company. 
"Certainly we try to cut 
down on food waste. We now 
buy 10 pounds of potatoes in­ 
stead of more costly instant 
j 
potatoes. W’e eat fruit for 
dessert instead of cakes made i 
from mixes. We try to cut out 
every unnecessary food ex- i 
penditure. 
But meat — no. 
We eat less expensive but 
good cuts and have meat on 
our table in face of rising 
meat costs. My sons need it 
and so do I,’’ Mrs. Lundgren 
explains. 
"Where 
does 
the 
extra 
meat money come from? It 
comes from one less movie a 
month, from not buying a 
new blouse for me or a new j 
shirt 
for 
the 
boys. 
These j 
things we can postpone,” she 
insists. 
Another working mother ex- 
P’ains why she is still serving 
meat to her family, despite 
the sky-rocking prices. 
"The situation is dismal, i 
Meat costs are frightening. 
Yet we do buy it less expen- i 
sive cuts—but meat,” reports 
Anita Fial, a director of home 
economics. 
"Every Sunday 1 
try to 
cook for the family. Usually I 
broil meat. But last Sunday, 
instead of the customary sir- 
lain steak, I used round steak, j 
Not so tender but it tasted 
good,” she says. "And the 
cost was much less.” 
Working ail day she has no 
time to prepare a nourishing 
meat course for her husband 
and two young children every 
night. One Sunday a month 
she cooks meals for the rest 
of the month. She wraps these 
in meal-size packages and 
freezes them. 
"In this way I have dinner 
mostly prepared in advanced. 
Also I save money by buying 
larger quantities of meats at 
one time,” she explains. 
Brisket of beef, meat loaf, 
meat sauce lor noodles, chi­ 
cken casserole, breast of chi­ 
cken are a few of her ad­ 
vance frozen dinners. 
"I still buy regular milk but 
I've cut out delivery oi it. 1 
go to a drive-in store and buy 
i a half-gallons. I cut down on 
wasting food but not on qual­ 


ity.” 
Eileen Taylor, of the U. S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
Economics Research Service, 
lives with her husband and 
two children. 
"At the supermarket 1 see 
women striving to cut down j 
on other purchases to buy j 
meat. Meat is the first thing j 
they think of when they go j 
shopping tor the family,” she 
observes. "They simply can’t 
or won’t eat lentils and spag­ 
hetti all the time.”

Artist and furniture maker-his medium is bread 


PARIS (NEA) - At dawn 
ev ery day, 10 deliv ery» ’ trucks 
set off from the small baker’s 
shop on the rue de Cherche- 
Midi on the Left Bank of the 
Seine p acked with a Parisian 
fav orite—Poilane bread. 
Lionel Poilane, 28, is p roud 
to be a third-generation baker 
and the youngest master-ba- 
ker in Paris. 
Some two tons of bread are 
baked daily in his ov ens and 
there are three shifts of men 
working on a 24-hour sched­ 
ule. Of 50 emp loyes, 20 are 
bakers. 
There is nothing “fancy’' 
about Poilane bread. It comes 
in four-p ound loav es and is 
made 
of the best 
quality 
flour, sp ecially milled and 
rich with all the wholesome 
qualities flour should hav e. It 
costs 20 p er cent more than 
white flour. 
For 
the 
Poilane 
family, 
bread is what p otter’s clay is 
to the sculp tor or wood to a 
cabinet maker. They firmly 
believ e this is indeed the staff 
of life as well as a religious 
symbol. There are, incidental­ 
ly. ov er 20 p rov erbs and a 
p horisms in the French lea- 
nguage regarding bread. 
Outside of the immediate 
neighborhood, 
the 
Poilane 
clientele is scattered all ov er 


the city. Madame Pomp idou 
is a faithful client, so is Bri­ 
gitte Bardot, not to mention 
clients in the United States. 
Mexico. Jap an, Africa and 
other remote p oints of the 
globe accessible by airp lane. 
In the backroom of the shop 
hang some 40 p aintings, all 
rep resenting the Poilane loaf 
a n d 
p resented 
by 
artist- 
clients. 
The first U. S. astronauts to 
touch down on the moon re­ 
ceiv ed 
a p ersonalized 
loaf 
which rep resented a sp ace 
ship , stars and an astronaut 
floating into sp ace. 
“My p ackage took as long 
to reach Austin (Texas) as it 
did the astronauts to come 
back to earth.” said Poilane. 
Has the current slimming 
craze caused a drop in the 
bakery business? 
“Not at all.” according to 
Lionel, “bread is no more fat­ 
tening titan any other food ea­ 
ten in moderation.” 
An unusual object in the 
back roon is a large fiv e-arm 
chandelier—made of bread, of 
course. And Lionel is now 
working on a comp lete bed­ 
room suite for Salv ador Dali, 
king of the surrealists. Al­ 
ready comp leted is a war­ 
drobe. This bad to be baked 
in sections and fitted like any 


p ierce of furniture. The result 
is somewhat astonishing and 
Lionel Poilane swears that 
each item is no more brittle, 
than, let’s say, glass. He next 
is going to exp eriment 
in 
p lates made of bread. 
All the Poilane bread is 
kneaded by hand as it has 
been since time immemorial. 
Only the leav ening, or yeast, 
is “worked” by a large elec­ 
trical mixer. 
Then there is another mas­ 
ter baker—on the other bank 
of the Seine—who has dev oted 
his life to bread. He is Marcel 
Sarrau. He comes 
from a 
long line of bakers going back 


to 1 4 29—the y ear o f Jo an o i 
Arc. Bui he is no t co ntent to 
bake bread, he also bakes his­ 


to ry . 
So me y ears ag o he held an 
ex po sitio n, “ Bread 
(hro ug h- 
o ut Histo ry ,’’ which caused 
so mething o f a sensatio n. He 
can tell y o u all 
alx >ut the 
bread baked by the Eg y p­ 
tians. Greeks. Ro mans. Gauls 
and o thers since the beg in­ 
ning o f histo ry . 
The fact is that fo r 63 -y ear- 
o ld Marcel Sarrau. the o rig in 
o f bread and the baking o t it 
has, since his early ,>cho o l 
day s, been an all-abso rbing 
passio n. 
His 
research 
has 


been extensiv e and his know­ 
ledge is great. He is consid­ 
ered the No. 1 historian of 
bread and French and foreign 
univ ersities often consult him 
on the subject. 
“ In ancient times and for 
many centuries bread was 
considered an essential food, 
also a comp lete food,” he 
p oints out. 
From the first flat “p an­ 
cakes” cooked between two 
heated stones, it graduated to 
f l o u r mixed with honey, 
dates, nuts and condiments. 
D u r i n g the 
Renaissance, 
bread was baked in large, 
flat, round or ov al loav es on 


which the v iands and sauces 
were serv ed. The lord of the 
manor usually gav e the order 
for the “p latters” at the end 
of the meal to be distributed 
to the p oor — a greatly ap ­ 
p reciated gift. Ev ery social 
class had its own bread, the 
fancy loav es for the rich and 
the four-p ound loav es for the 
working classes. 
In the book. “The Book of 
Bread.” Marcel Sarrau p oints 
out that for 5.000 years the 
history of bread is bound to 
that of man and the v arious 
civ ilizations. It p rov es that 
bread existed 600 years B.C. 
and that in the Rome of Au­ 


gustus. 63 years B. C. and 14 
after, there were 329 master- 
bakers, all Greek, who p ro­ 
duced 
a 
great 
v ariety 
of 
shap es of loav es. 
Records show that the av ­ 
erage daily consump tion of 
bread has drop p ed from 12 
ounces in 1970 to less than 
eight ounces today. The lar­ 
gest bread eaters today are 
the Greeks with 12 ounces, 
followed by West Germany, 
Ireland and Jap an with six 
ounces 
daily. 
And 
in 
the 
Middle Ages, bread was the 
food of the rich env ied by the 
p oor who often went short of 
it. 


Today, French bread is ap ­ 
p reciated by connoisseurs the 
w o r l d ov er. 
But 
Sarrau 
agrees that it’s not what it 
used to be. 
“ It’s all in the kneading. 
Also, we used to leav e bread 
to ferment four hours before 
p utting it in the ov en. Now, 
ev erything has to be done in 
a hurry and we only let it fer­ 
ment for two. Soon the neigh­ 
borhood baker will be sup ­ 
p lanted by automated fac 
tones. Peop le will eat p ack­ 
aged bread rather than the 
crcisp ‘baguette’ or yard of 
bread of yesteryear,” he rue­ 
ful iv concluded.

Not only auto workers idled by slump in car sales 
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Business World

DETROIT (U PI) - The ac­ 
countant in Kansas City who 
decides not to buy a car this 
year because he doesn’t know 
if there will be enough gaso­ 
line may help put a laundress 
in Detroit out of work. 
The real victims of the auto 
sales slump are not the 60,000 
U.S. auto workers who have 
been laid off indefinitely—not 
knowing if they’ll ever be cal­ 
led back to the plants. Most 
have a wage guarantee that 
gives them up to 95 per cent 
of their take-home pay. 
But a laundress at the 
White Tower Laundry in Det­ 
roit, just around ehe corner 
from the huge Chrysler Corp., 
Jefferson Avenue Assembly 
plant, is making just better 
than $3 an hour. If she loses 
her job, all she has is unem­ 
ployment compensation. 
In the first three weeks of 
January, the laundry idled 65 
of its 175 employes—most of 
them women who sort, clean 
and repair the shop aprons, 
gloves and uniforms worn by 
workers in the auto plants. 
The company handles all of 
the commercial laundry dir­ 
tied by Chrysler and Pontiac 
plants In the Detroit area. 
“ We’re dependent wholly on 
the auto plants. If they slow 
down, so do we,” says Harry 
Krause, White Tower own­ 
er. 
“ We’ll call some of these 
workers back when the plants 
pick up and we’re beginning 
to notice that now,” he says. 
At first, the women kind of 
were glad to think they’d get 
a little time off after a lot of 
overtime just like in some of 
the auto plants, said one 
worker. 
“ But then they realized this 
could mean their jobs—and 
not for just a couple of days,”

di nosaurs di ed 


eati ng poi sons 


LONDON (U PI) - For 80 
million years dinosaurs mun- 
c h e d 
their 
way 
happily 
around the world they ruled 
by sheer size or by 
un­ 
matched ferocity. 
Then, according to a new 
theory, they fell victim to 
their own taste buds and now 
all that remains of the mig­ 
htiest beasts that ever strode 
the globe are collections of 
bones in museums or in their 
last graveyards. 
There 
have 
been 
many 
theories to explain the disap­ 
pearance of the dinosaurs but 
Prof. Tony Swain of the Roy­ 
al Botanical Gardens at Kew 
believes the clue may lie in 
the fact that the modern-day 
tortoise, also a reptile, is 40 
times less sensitive to the 
taste of alkaloids than is a 
mammal. 
From this he creates this 
scenario for the last act of 
the dinosaur drama: 
The final curtain rises some 
120 million years ago when 
the first flower plants began 
to displace the ferns and ev­ 
ergreens which formed the 
diet of the herbivarous dino­ 
saurs, whose flesh formed the 
diet of their carnivorous cou­ 
sins. 
S o me of the flowering 
plants developed the bitter 
and poisonous alkaloids that 
led insects and mammals to 
avoid them. 
Unable to take the clear 
evidence of the poison they 
contained, the dinosaurs ate 
them, 
often 
in 
prodigious 
a m o u n t s . 
For example 
brachiosaurus 
may 
have 
weighed 50 tons on the hoof 
with a daily intake of about a 
ton of vegetable matter. 
Experiments with tortoises 
at Kew show that the tortoise 
does taste and react to the 
presence of tannin in its diet 
but is much less apt to turn 
away from food containing al­ 
kaloids. 
And there were ancestors of 
the tortoise around in the age 
of reptiles, so some similarity 
in taste is postulated. 
If the great beasts did ing­ 
est poisons it might help ex­ 
plain, according to Swain, the 
c o n t o r t e d 
p o s t ­ 
ures—suggesting agony —in 
w h i c h 
their 
fossils 
are 
frequently found. In addition 
they may have laid eggs with 
shells too thin for healthy 
offspring. 
Carnivorous dinosaurs pre­ 
sumably were poisoned by 
eating the flesh of the dead 
and dying grazers. 


he said. “A lot of these wom­ 
en don’t even speak English. 
L o s i n g their job means 
they’re altogether out of a 
chance of earning enough to 
feed their families.”

Car washers have been af­ 
fected by the shortage of 
working hours since many 
service stations close on Sun­ 
day and in the early even­ 
ing. 
In Dallas, employers still 
are in the “ wait-and-see” pe­ 
riod, not knowing how the 
cutbacks will 
affect them. 
The largest auto plant is Gen­ 
eral Motors’ assembly oper­ 
ation at Arlington, between 
Fort Worth and Dallas, that 
builds the fast-selling Monte 
Carlos, Chevelles and Cut­ 
lasses. 
Kelley Sayre, district, direc­ 
tor of the State Employment 
Service in the eight-county 
area around Dallas, savs he 


has seen no sign of fallout 
from the auto plant layoffs in 
o t h e r areas— indeed the 
whole energy crisis —so far. 
“ We haven’t seen any sig­ 
nificant layoffs whatever we

The band of 104 Gypsies 
from Eu rope that startled the 
Border Patrol by appearmg 
ou t of the sou thern Arizona 
desert Feb. 24 has mov ed on. 
Freed by the INS—maybe 
only temporarily the serv ice 
thinks or says it thinks—the 
Gypsies dispersed by bu s pri­ 
v ate car and jet plane. 
They said they were going 
to St Lou is to see relativ es 
and friends. 
Or Minneapolis. 
Or is it Chicago? 
T he destinations v aried. 
Some may change on the 
road. 
Althou gh they entered the 
cou ntry 
illegally, crossing a 
barbed wire barrier in the de­ 
sert at night, the INS agreed 
with the band's mu stachioed 
leaders. Iv an Gorg Konov olov , 
that there isn’t mu ch, in orac- 
ticai terms, that the United 
States can do abou t it. 
“There is no way we can be 
deported becau se we hav e no 
cou ntry” 
Konov olov 
said 
throu gh an interpreter. “You 
cannot deport u s becau se we 
belong where we are.” 
Grov e Callison, district di­ 
rector for the INS, agreed 
that perhaps they can’t be de­ 
ported becau se “it wou ld be 
difficu lt to arrange for their 
r e t u r n to any particu lar 
cou ntry.” 
Some were bom in Yu gos­ 
lav ia bu t hav en’t been there 
for 15 years or more, he said 
and some families consist, for 
example, of a father born in 
Germany, a mother in Italy 
and children bom in France 
or Spain or Holland. 
The INS has schedu led a 
hearing for March 12 on what 
to do abou t the Gypsies. The 
Gypsies were told before they 


Utah suing 
U.S. over oil 
shale land 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
The state of Utah today filed 
su it against Interior Secretary 
Rogers C. B. Morton for title 
to more than 157,000 acres of 
v alu able oil shale land in 
Eastern Utah. 
The su it, filed is U.S. Dis­ 
trict Cou rt for Utah, charges 
that Morton acted illegally 
and in excess of his au thority 
in denying Utah’s claim to 
the lands. 
The land in qu estion in­ 
clu des two 5,000-acre tracts 
which the federal gov ernment 
plans to lease for prototype 
oil shale dev elopment. 
The Utah su it asks the 
cou rt to order all fu nds re­ 
ceiv ed in lease fees and bo­ 
nu ses 
the 
gov ernment 
re­ 
ceiv es from 
lessees to be 
deposited in interest-bearing 
accou nts u ntil the su it is de­ 
cided. 
Utah is claiming the land 
“in lieu ” of acreage deeded 
to the state when Utah ach­ 
iev ed statehood, and later ta­ 
ken ov er by the federal gov ­ 
ernment for national forests, 
Indian reserv ations and other 
preserv es. 
Federal law, according to 
the su it, specifically says that 
repayment to the state of 
lands taken for federal pre­ 
serv es mu st be on an “equ al 
acreage” basis, and may in­ 
clu de mineral lands when the 
land tafcen by the gov ernment 
was “mineral in character.”

in a remote place by the 
smu gglers, who then pu lled 
gu ns and robbed them 
of 
abou t $48,500. 
Immigration officials were 
skeptical 
that 
the 
border 
crossing as su ch was a hap­ 
penstance affair and o penly 
worried that the Gypsies were 
the clients of a major inter­ 
national alien smu ggling oper­ 
ation. 
More Gypsies are appar­ 
ently in the same “oipeline” 
Caliison said. Mexican au thor­

Gypsies who arriv ed in Me­ 
xico City on flights from Eu r­ 
ope and a plane carrying 30

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Area voters oust 4 incumbents 


Four incumbents, including the long­ 
time mayor of Ontario, were defeated 
Tuesday in eight municipal elections 
throughout the Pomona Valley. 


In La Verne, voters elected the first 
mayor in the history of the city— he’d 
been appointed by the council up to 
now— and in Claremont, they chose a 
former < ouncilwoman to serve them on 
the board of trustees of Citrus College. 
Voters also ended a six-year trend 
against financial issues. In the Walnut 
area, they gave a resounding 74 per 
cent approval to a $5 million school 
bond issue. And in Upland, they passed 
a $2U million water bond and a 5U- 
cent tax increase to improve the police 
retirement plan, by more than 2 to 1. 
In all, 23 positions were filled by the 
electors nut of the total of 51 candi­ 


dates who were running for offices. 
But the turnouts were inconsistent. 


Fifty-six per cent of the eligible vo­ 
ters went to the polls in the Walnut 
School District to vote on the bond is­ 
sue, and more than 53 per cent voted 
in Walnut itself. And more than 42 per 
cent cast ballots in La Verne.

But elsewhere, the turnout was dis­ 
appointing, running 20 per cent in Mont­ 
clair, 25 per cent in Chino, and 2(1 per 
cent in Claremont. 


The biggest surprise of the elections 
was the defeat ot Ontario Mayor How­ 
ard Snider by rookie Councilman Paul 
r readway, who has held his post for 
less than two years. 


Snider blamed the poor voter turn­ 
out— about 33 per cent— in Ontario, and 
the apathy of the voters. 


“A lot of people thought 1 would 
have no problem being elected,” he 
said. “And so they didn’t bother to 
vote.” 
He also said he was bucking a trend 
in seeking a third four-year term as 
mayor. No one has held the office of 
mayor in Ontario for more than eight 
years. 
“ Across the country the trend is to 
change,” he shrugged. ‘‘People are al­ 
ways looking for the new candidate.” 
Snider’s point of view may have been 
reflected in San Dimas where the vo­ 
ters defeated Loyd Salisbury, a veter­ 
an of eight years on the council, in 
Montclair where Councilman Leonard 


Soper lost after the same length of 
service, and in Upland where Council­ 
man and former Mayor A. M. Hawkins 
Jr. was knocked out of office by Mrs. 
Ina Petokas, the only challenger, after 
12 years of service. 
In La Verne, the voters went to the 
polls to elect Mike M. Morales as their 
first mayor. Morales, a 12-year veteran

on the council, has served as mayor of 
that city the past two years by the 
vote of the council. 
The municipal elections were held in 
Walnut, San Dimas, La Verne, Clare­ 
mont, Ontario, Upland, Montclair and 
Chino. Pomona, the only charter city 
in this area, will hold its municipal 
election next year.

Demo wins in Ohio, but GOP pulls shocker in state

Democrat Tom Luken captured an 
Ohio congressional seat that slipped 
out of the Republican grasp only three 
other times in i century but a Republi­ 
can outpolled the combined total of se­ 
ven Democrats to keep a California 
House seat in GOP hands on Tuesday. 
Democrats hailed Luken’s victory in 
the Cincinnati area as further proof 
that a Democratic landslide victory is 
in the offing in the fall national elec­ 
tions because of Republican Watergate 
troubles. 
Republicans conceded that Watergate 
in general, together with President Ni­ 
xon’s low popularity, played a major 
part in Luken’s victory but expressed 
delight over Robert J. Lagomarsino’s 
win in California’s 13th District — even 
though he di'-claimed it us any party 
victory. 
Democratic National Chairman Rob­ 


ert S. Strauss said Luken’s victory, the 
Democrats’ third in recent week-' in 
House districts that Republicans had 
held tor 25 years or more, showed that 
voters were turning more and more to 
the Democrats because of “Republican 
failure to come to grips with the 
serious problems of this nation.” 
In his prepared statement, Strauss 
did not mention Watergate or Nixon, 
although others in the party had said 
in advance that a Luken victory over 
Republican Wiilis Gradison would be a 
further sign that Watergate had soured 
voters on Republicans, even in long­ 
time GOP strongholds. Democrats pre­ 
viously won seats in formerly solid 
GOP districts in Michigan and Pen­ 
nsylvania. 
Luken refused to pinpoint Waterga>r 
as the principal reason ior his win, nor 
did Gradison blame it as the principal 
lactor for his loss. 


In California, Democrat- sought to 


link Lagomarsino to the President as 


well as his two top former aides, H. R. 


Haldeman and John D. Ehriichman, 


who were indicted by the Watergate 
grand jury Friday. 
Lagomarsino said his foo made “a 
serious error” and that voters in the 
district rejected their arguments. 
Luken said on the NBC-TV Today 
Show that Gradison’s campaign posi­ 
tion showed that Republicans would do 
better if they “put distance” between 
themselves and the Washington admin­ 
istration, and Lagomarsino indicated in 
one of his California victory statements 
that this was part of his strategy. 
Lagomarsino declared that his win 
“was not a victory for the Republican 
party as such, * but showed that “a Re­ 
publican can win under the right cir­ 
cumstances.” 


R e p u b l i c a n National Chairman 


George Bush said on the 
CBS-TV 
Morning News program that however 


L a g o m a r s i n o characterized his 


triumph, “ I consider it a victory for 


the party.” 
Luken polled 57,171 votes to Gradi­ 
son’s 51,057, in unofficial final returns 
in the Ohio 1st District. 
With all but 2 per cent of the votes 
tallied unofficially in California’s 13th 
District, Lagomarsino had better than 
53 per cent, a comfortable cushion in a 
race where 50 per cent was needed to 
avoid a runoff. Lagomarsino had al­ 
most three times as many votes as his 
closest pursuer. 
Gradison and Bush made clear they 
felt the fall elections where ail 435 
House seats as well as 34 Senate 
seats are at stake could turn on is­ 
sues that have not yet surfaced. 


Bruer added that it might take mo-

grand jury without limitation and to 
answer all written interrogatories and 
participate in oral interviews if it is 
deemed necessary,” the President’s at­ 
torney declared.

A lone man toting a shotgun hijacked 
¡he truck as it headed toward a dis­ 
tribution center in the city’s Hunter 
Point section Tuesday. He pointed the 
weapon at the driver’s head and or­ 
dered him to drive a short distance. 
The driver wa> then released and the 
hijacker drove away. The truck was 
tound later but with the ioodstuffs mis­ 
sing. PIN officials said the truck had 
been loaded with enough food for as 
many as 4,000 per sons. The food’s va­ 
lue was placed at between $34,000 and 
$60,000. 
The hijack was the only incident to 
mar the third time food was dis­ 
tributed in the $6 million program de­ 
vised by the Hearst family to meet the 
SLA ’s demands. The operations at the 
San Francisco Bay Area’s 12 centers 
ran smoothly.

But some stations have not survived 
the overall impact of the fuel shortage. 


Hartford. Conn.. reported 36 per cent 
of its gasoline stations have gone out 
ot business since July. The city used to 
have 163 filling stations and now it has 


only 104. 
The AAA said one of every five serv­ 
ice stations it checked in its weekly 
survey were out of gasoline, but mo.«t 
operators 
were 
optimistic 
conditions 
would improve at least by the middle 
of March. 
The 
AAA's “ Fuel 
Gauge 
Report.” 
consisting of a check ot 5,071 stations, 
showed increased allocation-« to some 
states had reduced waiting lines at the 
punips but “ overall fuel supplies ap­ 
peared to be the tightest since the 
energy crunch began.” 
The weekly report said Southeastern 
states “ were experiencing deteriorat­ 


ing fuel conditions.” with 36 per cent, 


of the stations contacted out of fuel.

Mitchell, then attorney general, to call

err L. Vesco's behalf, a witness testi­ 
fied at the Mitchell-Stans trial today. 


The government witness, Harry' I . 
Sears, a New Jersey attorney, Republi­ 
can leader, and Vesco employee, was 
testifying for the second day as a star 
for the prosecution in the trial of the 
form er attorney general and Maurice 
H. Stans, form er secretary of com ­ 
m erce. 


They are charged m federal court 
with trying to obstruct a m ajor federal 
investigation of Vesco, nov: a fugitive, 
in exchange for his $200,000 cash gift to 
the 1972 Nixon campaign. 


Sears testified that 
he 
believed 
;t 
was Ian 4. 1972 when he got a phone 
call troni Mithell in Washington. 
“ He inquired about a memo he got 
from John Erlichm an w'hich asked Mr. 
Mitchell to make calls to certain em ­ 
bassies in Mr, Vesco's behalf,” Sears 
testified. 
“ He said he didn’t have enough de­ 
tail and didn't understand the. memo 
and asked me to bring some details as 


to what wras wanted in that regard. 
“ I got some details from Mr. Ves­ 
co.” 


Vesco at that time was under a vi­ 
gorous investigation by Ihe staff of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
(SEC ). 


Sears said that at a midatternoon 
meeting on Jun. 12. 1972 with Mitchell 
in the attorney general’s office he in­ 
formed Mitchell that Vesco and his 
executives were “ deathly afraid not 
only because of the emotion involved in 
the conduct of the. staff but also be­ 
cause of abrasions of Vesco lawyers 
w’ith the staff that there was going to 
be

th, t 
w'ould recommend a suit (against Ves­ 
co) with an injunction and the commis­ 
sion would approve it.” 
The mention of Erlichman and Ins 
memo was not further explained. 
The government has told the e«2ht- 
man, four-wonian jury that the “heart 
ol this case” is the charge that the two 
lied under oath to the grand jury about 
their alleged criminal act«. 
Sears, a New Jersey lawyer, friend 
of Mitchell, and former State Senafe 
Republican leader, had known Vesco 
since 1969, he testified.

dren left the courtroom in tears after 
the verdict was read. 


When polled, only two of the jurors 
said they accepted Mrs. Parson's case. 
One juror was 
undecided 
and 
nine 
voted in favor of rejecting the suit. 
Mrs. Parson maintained that before 
the sauna bath incident on March 3, 
1970, she was a devout Catholic, and 
devoted wife and mother. 


Afterwards, she and her psychiatrist 
said, she developed a solit personality. 
One of the 
personalities 
is 
promis­ 
cuous, she said, and prowls bars and 
dance halls in miniskirts and low cur 
blouses, picking up strange men and 
ha ing sex with them. 


On March 18, 1971, the Securities and 
F xrhange Commission began am inves­ 
tigation of Vesco and his companies. 
Ve«co. Sears said, enlisted his aid to 
try to set Mitchell to help by getting 
Vesco’s side of the affair to SEC Chair­ 
man William Casey. 


In May, Sears wrote to Mitchell, and 
in a phone talk wdth Mitchell in June, 
Sears testified, “ Mr. Mitchell indicated 
to me that at some point he’d check 
with Bill Casey about it.” Vesco had 
complained he had not been able to get 
beyond the staff level to the chairman.

Chrysler told to 
recall '73 models 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
— 
The 
Environmental 
Protec­ 
tion Agency (EPA ) ordered 
Chrysler Corp. today to recall 
825,000 1973 model passenger 
cars— about half of its total 
output—to correct a defect in 
the air pollution control sys­ 
tem. 


The action also affected 1,- 
000 1974 mode! trucks, bring­ 
ing the total recall to 826,000 
vehicles. 


In the first large scale re­ 
call ordered by the EPA, Ad­ 
ministrator Russell E. Train 
said that “ virtually all” the 
cars 
would 
emit 
nitrogen 
oxides 
“ considerably 
above 
the federal 
emission 
stan­ 
dard.” 


The defect cited by the 
EPA is a temperature sen- 
ring device that activates an 
exhaust gas recirculation sys­ 


tem designed to reduce nitro­ 
gen oxide emissions. 
In a letter to Chrysler Vice 
President Sidney L. Terry, 
Train said that “ it is my con­ 
clusion that sufficient data 
has been provided by the 
Chrysler Corp. to determine 
that within their useful life of 
50.000 miles, virtually all ve­ 
hicles equipped” w-ith the de­ 
fective sensing device “ will 
emit nitrogen oxide consid­ 
erably above” the Clean Air 
Act standards for auto emis­ 
sions. 
The recall covers all cars 
produced 
after 
March 
15, 
1973, or about 50 per cent of 
Chrysler’s total 1973 produc­ 
tion, the EPA said. 
Chrysler 
recognized 
the 
problem in time to remove 
the defective sensing devices 
on 1974 cars, and on all but 
the 1,000 1974 model trucks. 


BILLY de WOLFE 
Comic actor 
Billy de Wolfe 
dies; cancer

NEW YORK (U PI) - Im­ 
presario Sol Hurok, America’s 
“ artistic ambassador,” who 
introduced the Bolshoi Ballet 
to America and took pianist 
Van Cliburn to Russia, died of 
a heart attack Tuesday. He 
was 85. 
Hurok, who never retired 
was stricken while in the of­ 
fice of banker David Rock­ 
efeller, a long-time friend. He 
was pronounced dead a short 
time later at a hospital. Ear­ 
lier he had had lunch with 
Andres Segovia, the Spanish 
classical guitarist. 


Hurok used to say, “ So long 
as you dance and sing togeth­ 
er. there is no bloodshed.” He 
sent American performers on 
triumphal 
round-the-world 
tours and brought cultural ta­ 
lent from Europe and the Far 
East to the United States. 
He presented more than 1,- 
800 performers during his ca­ 
reer. The list reads like a ros­ 
ter of the world’s leading mu­ 
sicians, dancers and singers 
in the 20th Century” 
Anna 
Pavlova, 
Isadora 
Duncan, 
Marian Anderson, Arthur Ru- 
b i n s t e i n , Roberta Peters. 
Isaac Stem. Jan Peerco, Van 
Cliburn. Margot Fonteyn, and 
many others. 
As a measure of his fame, 
he often took marquee billing 
over artists, with the legend 
“ S. Hurok Presents.” 
His last big promotion was 
the return U.S. tour of sopr­ 
ano Maria Callas. who ap­ 
peared in New York 
City 
Tuesday night. 
Hurok was probably best 
known for his promotion of 
cultural exchanges between 


the United States and the So­ 
viet Union, including the Bol­ 
shoi Ballet. 
He gambled his own money 
on first bringing over the Bol­ 
shoi in 1959, but was the envy 
of the business and cultural 
worlds when he reaped a han­ 
dsome profit from the effort. 
He deiended such U.S.-Soviet 
cultural exchanges as “ a silk 
thread that brings people and 
peopte together.” 
Kurok. a short, rotund, ow- 
lish-looking man, was bom in 
the small town of Pogar in 
Czarist Russia. At the age of 
15 he left for America, arriv­ 
ing in New \ork in May, 
1906, with three rubles (SI .50) 
in his pocket. 
He first worked bundling 
newspapers for the old Phila­ 
delphia 
Pres>. 
A reporter. 
Lincoln Martin, later a music 
critic, invited him and other 
boys home after work to lis­ 
ten to music. 
“ It was the first time I’d 
ever heard Wagner,” recalled 
Hurok in a 1961 interview. “ It 
was the beginning really of 
my period ol listening to mus­ 
ic.” 
Hurok later moved to New 
York, 
began attending 
tie 
opera and arranged musical 
programs for labor cluta and 
worker’s 
organizations. 
He 
broke into big-time promotion 
in 1913 when he rented the 
New York Hippodrome, since 
torn down, for a series of 
S u n d a y afternoon concerts 
called “ Music for the Mas­ 
ses,” at which well known 
performers appeared.

A bachelor recently received six months’ probation after 
pleading guilty to a federal charge that he falsely claimed ten 
dependent children on his federal income tax.

It isn’t a mass mutiny, just a few isolated 
attempts at rebellion. Like the man who filled in his name and 
address and said the remainder of the questions was an inva­ 
sion of privacy. (He was ordered to Missouri for psychiatric 
examination.) And the citizen who paid his taxes with 85 
pounds of pennies. And on a smaller scale, the man who sends 
his return in every year with postage due. 
“ Boy.” said my husband, “ I’d like to have the guts to pull 
off something like that.” 


"Are you carzy?” I shouted. “ Do you know what happens to 
people who get cute with their tax returns? They audit them 
and make them public.” 
“ So. what have we got to hide?” 
“ Nothing, but if they made our tax return public, we’d be 
the laughing stock of this country.”

They said it was not clear 
how it could build for export 
to Iran and Libya. Such pro­ 
jects could onle be in the tar 
future, they said, 
OECD is preparing a report 
on the capacity of member 
countries to make nuclear 
energy plants. The unpub­ 
lished report shows that West­ 
ern 
Europe set a target of 
producing 40,000 megawatts in 
nuclear energy plants by 1975 
and they are barely going to 
make 28,500. 
The experts said Europe 
plans to reach 81,300 mega­ 
watts by 1980, meaning build­ 
ing 11 or 12 nuclear energy' 
plants a year, "and Europe 
does not have the capacity to 
do tha let alone France mak­ 


ing plants to send to the Arab 
world.” 
France builds its nuclear 
plants from U.S. patents with 
most of the work done by 
Westinghouse 
and 
General 
Electric’s French companies 
at an investment of about 
$250 million per plant. 
Those for the Arab lands 
would cost more. France al­ 
ready is borrowing $500 mil­ 
lion to finance its own plan's. 
The French press, too, has 
questioned whether France’s 
scramble-for-oil deals are so­ 
lid. 
"The Libyan-French agree­ 
ment really just reconizes the 
will of the two countries to 
reinforce economic relations,” 
said Le Monde after that deal 
was signed Feb. 19. 
The Libyan-French agree­ 
ment did not mention any 
time, deliveries or price of 
the Libyan oil to be delivered 
to France. In return, Libya 
gave France a shopping list 
of all the things it would like 
to buy in France including a 
nuclear energy plant. 
"But the actual hard sales 
French industries will get out 
of this probably will be very 
limited,” is one diplomat's as­ 
sessment. 
"France can buy the oil, 
but at what price? and will 
the Arabs really spend their 
money 
in 
France—or buy 
from another country?” 
Another diplomat’s belief is 
that the oil deals “were made 
with one eye on the internal 
French political situation—the 
people think the government 
is doing something about get­ 
ting oil. Also, it helps French 
foreign policy because France 
now looks like the new protec­ 
tors of the Arabs, helping 
them industrialize.”

The Cost of Living Council 
has given the auto insurance 
industry permission to raise 
rates but ordered it to consid­ 
er the fact that motorists are 
apparently driving less be­ 
cause of the fuel shortage.

McLane said highway deaths 
fell 23 per cent in January, 
an indication that motorists 
are driving slower and less

The council, in a two-page 
statement, also said a factor 
in its decision to end the mo­ 
ratorium on higher rates, be­ 
gun Jan. 17, was evidence in­ 
dicating auto insurance rates 
are actually lower when infla­ 
tion is considered. 


The National Association of 
Insurance Commissioners, in 
a task force report to the 
council, said auto insurance 
costs to policyholders have 
.remained 
relatively 
stable, 
• i n s u r a n c e rates have in­ 
creased, the task force said, 
because of "external costs 
•such as those of medical and 
surgical treatment and au­ 
tomobile repairs.” 
Although ending the mora­ 
torium on increases, the coun­ 
cil said it has written into 
Phase IV insurance regula­ 
tions a requirement that any 
rate increase after March 4 
-must give “ consideration to 
ithe effect of the energy situa­ 
tion on claim frequency.” 
The NAIC task force in its 
report to the council indicated I 
-that the reduced claims would 
not result in lower insurance 
rates. The claim reduction, j 
however, would probably pre­ 
vent any increases expected 
-because of the higher cost of j 
medical treatment and auto 
repairs.

“ A clear potential for Nazi- 
I like devastation does not ex­ 
ist in contemporary Ameri- 
I ca,” the ADL report said. It 
; added that even in the Soviet 
! Union, “ perhaps the world's 
greatest purveyor of anti-Se­ 
mitism today, the situation of 
the Soviet Jews, onerous as it 
is, is a far cry from the mass 
physical destruction of Euro­ 
pean Jewry in the thirties and 
j forties.” 
But Forster and 
Epstein 
concluded that there is a new 
form of anti-Semitism, differ­ 
ent from traditional in that it 
is not necessarily deliberate 
and is often “ expressed by 
respected individuals and in* 
s t i 111 i 0 n s here and ab­ 
road people who w o u l d be 
shocked to think themselves, 
or have others think them, 
anti-Semites.” 
The study cited these exam­ 
ples in the United States of 
what it called a new “ insensi­ 
tivity” to Jews and Jewish 
concerns:

Compulsive act calls 
for professional help 


While 1 was looking at some ashtrays iq a Pomona Valley 
department store, a man of about 19 or 20 got down on all 
fours, took hold of my leg and kissed the top of my foot. The* 
police call this a battery or unlawful touching. 
I yelled for someone to stop hint. No one called the security 
guards although there were two at the front door. One boy did 
go to the door that the man left by but by this time the man 
had run away. 
The store manager was called. He said he was sorry but 
seemed very unconcerned, telling me that the store had no 
jurisdiction in matters such as this. 
I wanted the police called. The manager was paged three 
more times and never answered his call. I felt quite helpless 
and upset. 
A telephone was right in front of me. I said I would use it 
and call the police. The boy who supposedly was handling the 
situation walked into the office and came out saying that I 
w ould have to use my own dime in the pay phone at the rear of 
the store. 
As I left, I talked to the security guards. They agreed that 
they should have been called but also said that things happen 
like this. It was mentioned that a week before some man had 
dropped his pants in front of the store! 
I did call the police from the place where I work. Mad the 
police beer, called right away the chances of catching this man 
would have been good. 
When store personnel won’t even let people use their phone 
during such an incident. I feel that it is an invitation for 
people like this man to come to the store. —P.N., Pomor.a. 


You told us that you had filed a complaint with the police. 
We asked C hief Forest P. Wallick about the potential hazard 
to the community oi a person who commits acts such as the 
one you described. 
He said his staff is not qualitiU professionally to comment 
and suggested we direct the question to the Pomona Valley 
Health Center. 
Carolos Martinez, psychiatric social worker at the center, 
said that whether the man is potentially dangerous would be 
hard to determine without knowing all the details. 
He had some advice for any vic tim of a sim ilar incident. He 
said the victim should be willing to file a complaint and give a 
full description of the offender, as you did. 
If police were able to apprehend the offender, he could be 
referred to Pomona Vaney Health Center so that his condition 
could be evaluated. 
He aUo had advice for the person with a compulsion to 
commit an act like the one you described: Seek professional 
help.

School opening to 
learning-disabled 


According to the U.S. Office of Education, more 
than 4.5 million school-age children suffer from 
some form of handicap that affects their capacity to 
use or understand language. 
These handicaps range from minor learning dis­ 
abilities to aphasia, the impairment or loss of lang­ 
uage faculties, and dyslexia, the impairment of the 
ability to read due to brain defects. 
“Without the ability to grasp the basic tools of 
language, a child's future academic success — and 
social development — will almost invariably be se­ 
riously jeopardized." points out George Stem, presi­ 
dent of Monterey Learning Systems, one of the na­ 
tion’s pioneers in special education programs for 
learning-disabled. 
Yet up to only a few years ago. such children 
were expelled or virtually excluded from public 
schools. Their education was considered a privilege 
rather than a right, and the responsibility of their 
parents rather than of society. 
Then in 1970, efforts to integrate learning-disabled 
and handicapped children into the mainstream of 
public education reached a climax when parents in 
Pennsylvania took legal action. They actually sued 
the state to provide educational services — within 
the public school system — for their children, re­ 
gardless of the severity of their handicaps. 
In a landmark federal-district court decision, a 
consent decree was issued which mandated P en n sy l­ 
vania to provide special education programs and 
P 


rvices for handicapped children. This mandate — 
id more significantly, Pennsylvania’s response to 
it — has set a precedent that is being followed in 
school districts across the country. 
The Pennyslvania project is the largest education­ 
al program for learning-disabled children in the na­ 
tion. It was developed by Monterey Learning Sys­ 
tems through research conducted by the Behavioral 
Sciences Institute, a nonprofit educational research 
and therapy organization. More than 29 school dis­ 
tricts covering the entire state and more than 1,000 
speech and hearing personnel are involved in the 
project. 
Parents in other states are following the example 
of their counterparts in Pennsylvania. As a result, 
at least a dozen similar consent decrees have been 
issued by federal courts across the country and 
educators in some 30 states have chosen to integrate 
Monterey’s program into their public school sys­ 
tems. 


Consideration for 
cash customers 


Strange to relate in this day of the ubiquitous 
credit card, some people still prefer to use cash in 
their everyday business transactions. Peculiar as 
this habit may be, they should not be penalized for 
it, contends at least one consumer group. 
Or to put it another way, merchants who accept 
credit cards should be allowed to give discounts to 
cash customers. 
This is the brunt of a suit that has been filed in U.S. 
District Court in Washington. D.C., by Consumers 
Union. The organization wants the court to outlaw 
provisions in credit card contracts that bar mer­ 
chants from offering such cash discounts. 
The suit argues that merchants honoring the 
cards must absorb what amounts to a service 
charge of from 2 to 8 per cent of the sales price — 
which, of course, is tacked onto the sales price — 
and that they should be permitted to offer an 
equivalent « ash discount to customers who pay cash 
and thus save them the serv ice charge. 
if the suit is successful, that green stuff we used 
to carry in our pockets could become fashionable 
again.

Constitution stands 


The federal constitution has for some time now 
been the talk of the town. And the state. And the 
nation. 
There are those who want to ease its restrictions; 
those who want, to add more. There are accusations 
that President Nixon has been usurping power not 
granted him by the basic law; and those who 
charge the judiciary with going beyond its ordained 
limits to the extentof encroaching upon the legisla­ 
tive prerogatives.

Behind the Nixon-press feud 


WASHINGTON - Ihe hate affair be­ 
tween President Nixon and elements of 
the press is poisoning the flow of infor­ 
mation to the American people. 
Presidential 
press conferences de­ 
teriorated last year into shouting m at­ 
ches. Fhe efforts to control tempers at 
the 
latest 
give-and-take 
last 
week 
scarcely concealed the underlying hos­ 
tility. 
Yet SO per cent of the nation’s news­ 
papers endorsed Nixon for President in 
1968 and an overwhelming 92 per cent 
supported his re-election in 1973. Why 
has the relationship gone sour? 
Richard Nixon cam e to power with 
the conviction that he had gotten there 
by circum verting the working press 
and could govern successfully only so 
Jong as he continued to do so. 
Reporters were to be given comfor­ 
table accommodations, fed with daily 
trivialities and occupied with diver­ 
sions. But they were to be kept away 
from the news. 
The Nixon presidency drew a curtain 
of secrecy between its internal oper­ 
ations and the outside world unprece­ 
dented in the memory of Washington 
observers. The President did not want 
the acts and policies of his Admin­ 
istration to reach the people through 
what 
he 
considered 
the 
distorting 
prism of the pres«. What he wanted 
known, he would communicate directly 
via television talks or other tightly con­ 
trolled mechanisms. 
Not only was the press distrusted. 
The Millions who composed the perm a­ 
nent government were suspect, too. 
The highest military officers were de­ 
nied the kind of critical information it 
was 
previously 
considered 
essential 
thev have. 


THE LIGHTER SIDE 


Even the President’s own appointees, 
the top few thousand in government, 
were given minimal initiative an.I noi 
trusted with sensitive information in 
their areas. This denigration ol the 
regular institutions of government was, 
in part, aimed at the pres-. What ofti 
cials did not know they could not leak. 
Deep suspicion and a sense of life­ 
long grievance — all too often con­ 
firmed — were accompanied in Presi­ 
dent Nixon by a desire for solitude and 
a craving for an orderly environment 
undisturbed by trivial interruptions or 
internecine discord. 
In the past, he made mistakes and 
lost elections by trying tto direct ev­ 
e n tiling personally. 
He was deter­ 
mined never again to «pread himself 
too thin. 


He would encapsulate himself from 
unnecessary turmoil, dealing regularly 
only with those select few who had 
learned not only to resolve conflicts 
but to modulate their personalities so 
as not to jar his sensitive vibrations. 
And so he came to act through other 
men who aped him and tended, in the 
way of young men, to out-Nixon Nixon. 


The trouble with all this was that a 
-eething enterprise like America can­ 
not 
be compartmentalized, cordoned 
off and 
led 
from 
a 
glass 
bubble. 
Bureaucrats who are denied trust will 
become untrustworthy. 
Officers who 
are sealed off from information they 
need will find way« to acquire it. 
Subordinates blocked from access to 
Jhe President will grow uneasy and be­ 
gin to connive at office politics. Suspi­ 
cion and hostility at the top will at 
length perm eate an organization with 
apprehension, jealousies and moral rot 


It could not work for a more impor­ 
tant reason. There is a fundamental 
conflict between uniformity and divers- 
ity. between politician and press, that 
is built into the American character 
and system. 
It is the mission of the press to give 
the people an alternative to the official 
version of things, a rival account of 
reality, a measure by which to judge 
the efficacy of rulers and whether the 
truth is in them, an unauthorized sti­ 
mulus to action or resistance. 
Long before Americans could vote 
directly, in effect, for their presidents 
or their senators, before the vote was 
given to the poor, to women, to blacks, 
the role of the village editors and dis­ 
senting pamphleteer — as monitor, ar­ 
biter. critic and rival of the politician 
— was imbedded as a fundamental of 
the American system. 
From its primitive state when any 
wanderer, 
if 
he 
was 
cantankerous 
enough, might set up his press and be­ 
gin to assail his townsmen, the press 
as an institution has evolved through 
alternating chapters of disgrace and 
sublimity, of prostitution and marty- 
dom, of somnolence and vigilance, tak­ 
ing form in a thousand press rooms, in 
billions of miles of teletype tape, in the 
numberless newsrooms nf radio and 
television, gradually assuming the role 
and shape that confronted Richard Ni­ 
xon as he sought and finally won the 
presidency. 
He came to think he could stand 
against or outside of that historical 
process. He thought he could play to 
the friendly press and put the hostile 
press in a bottle. 
For a while, it 
seemed to be working — on the sur­ 
face.

U.S. faces costly 
metric conversion

WASHINGTON — Proponents have the U.S poised 
to take the plunge into the metric system. It could 
prove to be a costly dip. 
According to a study by the General Accounting 
Office, national conversion to the metric system will 
cost S15 billion to $100 billion. What GAO does not 
say is that bill will be passed on to an already 
overburdened consumer. 
The metric system is lauded as the key to improv­ 
ing America s export trade. Other countries, we arc 
told, hold an edge because their shipping clerks and 
dock workers are able to sort and deliver by meter, 
liter and decameter, a system they have grown up 
with. 
GAO says conversion to the metric system would 
make U.S exports even more costly and “place 
these products at even more of a competitive dis­ 
advantage vis-a-vis the products of foreign firms 
that are already metric." 
There ore some other little known facts about the 
metric everyone should be aware of, before mass 
confusion sets in. 
All retail gasoline pumps in the nation would have 
to be iv< tilibrated or replaced. Think about that 
while you wait in line for your turn to “fill ’er up.” 
An estimated 60 per cent of the population doc> 
not know the first thing about the metric. Less than 
20 per rent know the correct relationship between 
standard units and the metric. 
Metric bathtubs would not fit standard drains and 
bathtubs ot current vintage would not fit metric 
drains. This would force suppliers to keep costly 
dual inventories. 
All municipal 
building 
codes 
and 
regulations 
would have to be changed. 
Temperature measuring dev ices, including ther­ 
mometers and thermostats would be changed. Is 
37.5 degrees good or bad for a person with a cold? 
Simply multiply by nine, divide by 5. add 32 and 
find out. 
Road >tgns and maps would have to be changed. 
And unless all vehicle speedometer and odometers 
are changed also, (he signs and maps will be vir­ 
tually useless. 
Deeds and property descriptions in legal docu­ 
ments would become obsolete. Standard identifying 
terms like acres and.feet would become hectares 
and meters. 
And how would O..J. Simpson’s assault on the 
ground graining records last year read under the 
metric? Indecipherably. 
It is a certain amount of obstinanee that keeps 
most people from adapting to change. It has been 
proven that children can be taught the metric as 
easily 
as the standard as part of their school 
studies. 
However, 
people 
involved 
in 
the 
everyday 
struggle of earning a living find it more difficult to 
change a lifelong line of thought. The p sy c h o lo g y of 
the metric system could seriously disrupt familiar 
points of reference for individuals. 
Some figures, at least, indicate there is no world­ 
wide inclination to use the metric. The world’s ca­ 
pital investment in traditional units-feet, pounds, 
etc.— lias exceeded investment in metric units ovei 
the past several years. This shows a faster growth 
rate for the use of standard units. 
Congress will take up the metric system bill soon 
Very careful study should be given to the priority 
level it will be given.

Los Angeles County, W atson 
said, some businessm en be­

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
55 and have been a heart 
patient tor the past year. I 
rake 
Coumadin 
and 
other 
medicines. I walk a mile a 
day and do my housework. 
A year ago I weighed 155 
pounds, now 140 pounds. 1 
have to limit myself to 1,000 
calories per day to control 
my weight. What I need to 
know is, how many of these 
should he protein, carbohy­ 
drates and fat? I know I have 
to keep the fat low, but I’m 
afraid I’m getting too much 
carbohydrate. I drink three 
glasses of one per cent skim 
milk a day and eat very' few 
■ftarchy foods. My carbohy­ 
drates come from vegetables, 
truit, cereals, skim milk and 
one slice of bread a day. 
DEAR 
READER - 
You 
are getting over 150 calories 
of protein, or about 40 grams, 
trom your skim milk. The 
new 1973 Recommended Daily 
Dietary Allowances (from the 
National 
Research Council) 
tor women over 51 is only 46 
grams a day. So, you can see 
that you are getting about all 
the protein you need from the 
milk alone. 1 would think, 
though, that you should get 
'ome additional protein from 
other sources, including some 
lean fish, poultry and meat. 
In general, though, I would 
guess you are already getting 
enough protein. 
The new values for protein 
requirements have 
actually 
been lowered on the basis of 
the most current research. 
I'm 
inclined to think that 
when you are trying to con­ 
trol your weight, it is wise to 
luve a Utile more protein, but 
otherwise, 
apparently 
most 
normal 
adults 
don’t 
need 
more than 60 grams daily 
(240 calories of protein). 
The rest of your calories 
can, and should, come from 
carbohydrates and a limited 
amount of fat. Vegetables, 
truit, and cereal are fine 
foods. 1 would hope that your 
condition will permit you to 
be a little more active and a 
little less restrictive on your 
calories intake. A 1,000 ca­ 
lories a day diet for a pro­ 
longed time is a marginal in­ 
take. I don’t recommend this 
except under a doctor's su­ 
pervision.

On street corners of Venice, 
Florence or whatever Italian 
city one picks as favorite, 
v e n d o r s sell gelati 
(ice 
cream) that wins accolades 
from travelers. 
Whether through first-hand

everywhere 
affirm that Italian ice cream 
is the best. The warm climate 
ot the city of Naples has led 
its chefs to develop further 
ice 
cream 
variations 
that 
have won gastronomic fame, 
one of them being the natural 
fruit flavored ices. 
To make a unique frozen 
Italian Prune Gelato. midway 
between a water ice and a 
sherbet, can be a relatively 
simple home project that of­ 
fers delicious results. No spe­ 
cial equipment is needed, just 
reserve space in the freezer 
section. 
Pick a day when errands 
will not take you from the 
house for longer than 
two 
hours, about the time needed 
for 
the 
basic 
mixture 
to 
freeze to a mushy state. At 
this point the remaining -ing­ 
redients are bCaten, combined 
and the gelato is returned to 
the freezer, which uoes all 
further work of freezing the 
delicate dessert. 
Sauterne wine, orange and 
lemon juice are the liquid 
basis of the ice, with chopped 
pitted California prunes ad­ 
ding texture and fla w con­ 
t r a s t . Stiffly beaten egg 
whites are- blended in before 
the final freezing. . 


Prunes are popular in Italy, 
too. where they often find 
their way into cookies and 
p a s t r y 
specialties. 
Since 
p r u n e s are an excellent 
source of minerals and vita­ 
mins, such as the essential 
vitamin B group, their addi­ 
tion 
to 
this

dessert 
brings in a bit of extra mitri- 
t i o n 
that 
health-conscious 
homemakers will approve.

is what they would cost in 
Russia if they could find them 
in their state-operated mar­ 
kets. 
However, they cannot and 
to must go to the free market 
where they are willing to pay 
as much as $4 for the same 
amount. 
Russian

growers at the collective farms 
are using ingenious methods 
of s m u g g l i n g . One had 
stashed the precious fruit in 
barrels marked “ Fish Paste” . 
Another had hidden more 
man seven tons under a layer 
of gravel in a dump truck.

The fries have It 
Whether it’s french tries, 
crinkle cuts, shoestrings, po­ 
tato puffs, or potato pa* ties 
Americans are eating more 
frozen potato products than 
ever before. 
In 1954 we ate less than 
half a pound of frozen potato 
products per person. Today, 
the average American eats 
over ten pounds a year. In 
fact, more potatoes are frozen 
than any other vegetable. 
Some of the new types of 
potato products—such as pre­ 
formed patties and puffs—are 
increasingly popular, but fhe 
traditional fries are still by 
far the favorite. 
When buymg frozen trench 
fnes, look tor the grade name 
on the package. ” U. S. Grade 
A” or ” U. S, Fancy” fnes 
are the very best in color, 
size, shape, and texture. You 


may find packages marked 
“ Grade A” or “fancy” with­ 
out the U. S. prefix. These 
should meet the same stan­ 
dards as packages marked 
“ U. S. Grade A” or “ U. S. 
Fancy” , but the U. S. desig­ 
nation is extra assurance of 
quality. It means a grader 
from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has inspected the 
product and certified its qual­ 
ity for you. Although there 
are two other general levels 
of 
quality—Grades 
B 
and 
C—these are not usually seen 
in retail stores. 
Neither federal grading nor 
grade labeling are mandato­ 
ry- 
If there is no grade desig­ 
nation on the label and the 
french 
fries 
are 
in 
see- 
through packages, you can 
c h e c k the quality your­ 
self—using some of the cri­ 
teria that USDA graders use. 
The best fries are a uniform, 
light color. The pieces are 
uniform in width—not neces­ 
sary in length—and have few. 
if any, dark spots or other de­ 
fects. 
Texture can be checked 
only by heating the product. 
Federal graders make this 
check and you can too. When 
the french fries are heated 
they should be moderately 
crisp on the surface, cooked 
throughout, tender and not 
soggy. 
When heating frozen french 
fries, it is important to follow 
the directions on the package. 
Time and temperature are 
very 
important. 
If 
frozen 
french fries are not prepared 
properly, the results are like­ 
ly to be unsatisfactory* even if 
they w*ere top quality to begin 
with. 
This 
is particularly true 
when you are using a deep 
fat fryer. If you have a small 
deep fat fryer, be sure to 
cook only a small batch of 
frozen trench fries at a time. 
Let the oil heat up between 
batches. Low oil temperatures 
will catr-e the french fries to 
become sogg> and to cook im­ 
properly. 
The oven method is the 
simplest and most often-used 
method 
of cooking 
trench 
fries at thome. Be sure the 
oven has reached the proper 
temperature before putting in 
the french fries. Overcook­ 
ing—either in the oven or in a 
deep fat 
fryer—makes the 
trench fries too crisp. Serve 
them promptly after prepara­ 
tion. 
For those who prefer deep- 
fat-fried french frfies but don’t 
want to bother with a deep 
fat fryer, there is an alterna­ 
tive heating method. Put the 
frozen french fries in a skiHet 
with just enough oil to cover 
the bottom of the pan. Keep 
shaking the frying pan—as 
you would tor popcorn—until 
the frozen french tries reach 
the desired color. Then, be- 
fore serving, blot them with i 
paper towels to get rid of ex- ! 
cess oil.

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Beware of the infamous four in food poisoning 


You don’t feci good. Your 
stomach is upset. You have 
abdominal 
pains, 
diarrhea, 
perhaps a headache. 
You may think you are 
coming down with a cold or 
the flu. That’s possible. But, 
it's also possible you have 
Tallen victim to one of the 
«Infamous four.” 
These are four 
common 
causes of food poisoning — 


S alm onella. Clostridium per- 
fringens. Staphylococcus, and 
Clostridium botulinum. Don’t 
he floored by big names. 
They are simple, little bac­ 
teria organisms — one-celled 
organisms that multiply by 
dividing. To divide they need 
food, warmth, and moisture. 
These bacteria may be pre­ 
sent in all foods because they 
are everywhere in the envi­ 
ronment. It’s up to you to 
protect 
yourself 
and 
your 
family from them. 
The “ infamous four” can 
cause illness or in extreme 
cases even death. 
Many people from the far­ 
mer through the retailer work 
to protect you from these bac­ 
teria. The U.S. Department of 


Agriculture or a state agency 
i n s p e c t s your meat and 
I poultry for wholesomeness. 
The Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration inspects plants where 
all other foods are produced. 
But, from the supermarket 
shelf to the dinner table you 
are the one responsible for 
protecting your food. Your re- 
ponsibility begins in the su­ 
permarket. 
Don’t buy any 
food in containers — cans or 
packages — that are out­ 
dated, broken, bent, or leaky. 
Especially avoid bulging cans 
— the food could contain leth­ 
al botulism toxin. Let the 
store manager know there is 
something wrong so that he 
can take the package or can 
off the shelf. 
Another thing you can do in 
the supermarket is to make 
sure meat, poultry, and fro­ 
zen foods are kept cold. Buy 
them last so they don’t warm 
up or defrost in the cart while 
shopping. 
Make the 
grocery 
store 
vmir last stop so you can go 
r i g h t home. On arriving 
home, immediately put your 
meat and poultry in the refri­ 
gerator, which should be at 40 
degrees, or in the freezer at 0 
degrees. Put frozen foods in 
the freezer right away. This 
prevents any bacteria in the 
food from growing. 
When you take your fresh 
meat, poultry, or frozen foods 
out to cook, don’t do any fav­ 
ors for the “ infamous four.” 
Thaw them in the refrigera­ 
tor. or cook them frozen. If 
you must thaw in a hurry, do 
so in a water-tight plastic bag 
submerged in cold water. 
Never thaw frozen food un­ 
covered on a kitchen counter 
at room temperature. 
Re­ 
member. there are bacteria 
everywhere, and room tem­ 
perature lets them grow. 
The way 
the “ infamous 
four” usually strike in the 
home Is through cross-con 
tamination. Since the bacteria 
are killed under proper cook­ 
ing temperatures, an illness 
from cross-contamination can 
take the right precautions. 
Here’s how that can happen. 
Your 
chicken 
has 
been 
thawed and you have cut it 
up on your cutting board. You 
put the chicken into the fry­ 
ing pan and began preparing 
your other foods. If you use 
the same knife and cutting 
board without first washing 
the utensils and your hands in 
soap and hot water, you could 
contaminate 
whatever 
else 
you prepare. 
Pets are also carriers of 
the “ infamous four” bacteria. 
After handling pets, wash 
your hands before working 
with food. Don’t allow pet 
feeding dishes, toys, or bed­ 
ding in the kitchen. Don ' * let 
pets touch food, utensils, or 
food-working surfaces.

poisoning 
While it is not often fatal, it 
is widespread. More than two 
million cases of illness from 
Salmonella poisoning are be­ 
lieved to occur in the U.S. 
each year. 
Salmonella is most com 
monly found in raw meats, 
poultry, eggs, milk, fish and 
products made from them. 
Other sources can be pets, 
such as dogs, cats, turtles, 
birds, and fish. 
There is no way to tell by 
looking at, tasting, or smell­ 
ing the food whether Salmo­ 
nella germs are present To 
avoid them, however, do not 
handle the food excessively 
and keep it below 40 degrees 
or above 140 degrees. 
Salmonella germs in food 


are destroyed by heat. So, use 
a meat 
thermometer 
and 
cook food thoroughly. 
You 
can have your beef rare and 
Salmonella free. 
Al so, 
heat 
leftovers 
thoroughly. Broth and gravies 
should be brought to a rolling 
boil for several minutes when 
reheating. 
Symptoms of Salmonella in­ 
fection are fever, headache, 
d i a r r h e a , abdominal dis­ 
comfort, and occasionally vo­ 
miting. These appear in 24 
hour s after eating 
con* 


taminated food. Most poeple 
recover in two to four days. 
Children 
under 
4, 
elderly 
people, and people already 
weakened by disease could 
become seriously ill. 
Clostridium 
perfingens 
(kios-rrid’ 
i-um 
per-fringe’- 
ins) is widely distributed in 
nature — in the soil, dust, on 
food, and in the intestinal 
tracts of man 
and 
other 
warmblooded animals. They 
are more widespread over the 
earth than any other disease- 
causing micro-organism. 


D i s e a s e o u t b r e a k s 
frequently occur when foods 
are held in large quanitittes 
at improper temperatures for 
several hours or overnight. 
Perfringens 
outbreaks 
are 
closely associated with res­ 
taurants or other large feed- 
i n g 
establishments 
where 
foods are held for long pe­ 
riods of time on steam tables 
or other warming devices. 
To avoid perfringens. meats 
should be properly cooked, 
held hot (above 140 degrees) 
and served hot. If you cook 


meat for later use, cool the 
meat rapidly in small con­ 
tainers in a refrigerator to 40 
degrees or below. Thoroughly 
reheat leftover meats or meat 
dishes before serving - and 
bring leftover gravy to a rol­ 
ling boil before serving. Main­ 
tain cold cuts and cold sliced 
meats below 40 degrees and 
serv e them cold. 
Large numbers of perfri­ 
ngens 
bacteria 
can 
cause 
diarrhea and abdominal pain 
in from four to 22 hours — 
usually in about 12 hours. 


Staphylococcus (staf’ y-io- 
kok’ us) — known as staph — 
is quite common. Staph or­ 
ganisms are in your respi­ 
ratory passages and on your 
skin. They usually enter food 
from a human or an animal. 
Staph germs grow in a wide 
variety of foods — all meats, 
poultry and 
egg 
products, 
egg, tuna, chicken, potato, or 
macaroni salads, cream filled 
pastries, and sandwich fil­ 
lings. If staph germs are al­ 
lowed to multiply to high le­ 
vels. they form a toxin which 


you cannot boil or bake away. 
Symptoms of staph food 
poisoning are diarrhea, vomit­ 
ing, and abdominal cramps. 
They appear two to 
four 
hours after eating and may 
bother you for 24 to 48 hours. 
Staph food poisoning is rarely 
fatal. 
Clostridium 
botulinum 
( k 1 o s-trid’ i*um hot’ u-li’ 
num), while rare, is usually 
fatal. A tiny amount of the to­ 
xin 
poison 
from 
botulism 
germs can kill you. Botulism 
spores are found throughout 


the environment and are har­ 
mless. However, in the proper 
environment, and when not 
destroyed by heat, the spores 
divide and produce poisonous 
toxins. When you eat food 
containing the toxin, you can 
become ill or die. Heat makes 
the toxin harmless. 
Only five deaths from botul­ 
ism in commercially canned 
foods have 
been 
reported 
since 1925. But poisoning from 
home-canned foods happens 
more often. About 700 people

have died from botulism since 
1 9 2 5 
f r o m 
eating 
con- 
taminateed home-canned pro­ 
ducts. 
Undercooking 
is the 
real 
culprit in home-canning. 
In 
general, high acid foods may 
be canned by boiling; but all 
other, 
including meats 
and 
poultry, should be canned in 
pressure cookers at the ap­ 
propriate heat level for the 
required length of time. 
Signs of botulism poisoning 
begin 12 to 36 hours after eat­ 
ing the food. They include 
double 
vision, 
inability 
to 
swallow, 
speech 
difficulty, 
and progressive paralysis of 
the respiratory system. 
Medical help must be ob­ 
tained fast. Tf botulism is sus­ 
pected, call your doctor im­ 
mediately. 
To guard against botulism, 
inspect all food containers be­ 
fore opening and serving — 
whether commercially canned 
or home canned. Avoid food 
I n 
containers 
with 
leaky 
seals, and bent, broken, or 
bulging cans. Do not taste the 
contents! Do not even open a 
bulging can. It takes only a 
small amount of botulism to­ 
xin to be fatal. 
Salmonella. 
perfringens, 
and staphylococcus are invi­ 
sible and can be detected only 
by a bacteriological test. Bo­ 
tulism may provide its own 
clues in canned foods. Bul­ 
ging cans, an off color, unu­ 
sual odor, or suspect appear­ 
ance are the ttpoff. 
If in 
doubt; 
Don’t eat it; 
don’t 
even taste It! If it’s home- 
canned. throw it away where 
no person or animal can get 
to it. Save any commercially 
canned product you may sus­ 
pect and report it to the Food 
and Drug Administration, or 
your local public health offi­ 
cials. 
The “infamous tour’’ are 
everywhere, but with proper 
food handling practices, you 
can prevent them from caus­ 
ing illness in your home.

The Trijet Transport has a 
cruise speed in excess of 600 
miles an hour and can ac­ 
commodate up to 345 passen­ 
gers. The 182-foot-long plane 
costs about $20 million. 
The jetliner is produced in 
Long Beach, Calif., by the 
Douglas Aircraft CO. division 
of McDonnell Douglas.

Americans 


shift budgets 


to buy meat 


Meat on the table—that is 
what most people still de­ 
mand despite steadily rising 
easts. 


There is no doubt that we 
will eat more lentils, 
dry 
beans and soy products to 
keep down costs and to ge* 
essential protein. But to most 
paople there is a limit to 
these foods in their diet. Even 
with the cruel financial pres­ 
sure oi the cost of steaks and 
roasts most people will not 
adjust to going without them 
constantly. They will give up 
something else instead. 


“ Meat, like gasoline for our 
car. is absolutely essential to 
our daily way of life. For 
most people’s way of Hie. I’d 
rather give up shoes than 
think of giving up steak. We 
need physical stamina just as 
we need means to drive to 
work. Take these things away 
and what have you got?” 
asks Ruth Lundgren, a widow 
with two sons in college who 
is president of her own food 
promotion company. 
“Certainly we try to cut 
down on food waste. We now 


buy 10 pounds of potatoes in­ 
stead of more costly instant 
potatoes. We eat fruit lor 
dessert instead of cakes made 
from mixes. We try to cut out 
every unnecessary tood ex­ 
penditure. But meat — no. 
We eat less expensive but 
cood cuts and have meat on 
our table in face of rising 
meat costs. My sons need it 
and so do I.” Mrs. Lundgren 
explains. 


“ Where docs 
the 
extra 
meat money come from? It 
comes from one less movie a 
month, from not buying a 
now blouse tor me or a new 
shirt for the 
boys. 
These 
things we can postpone,” she 
insists- 
Another working mother ex- I 
p’ains why she is still serving 
meat to her family, despite 
the sky-rocking prices. 
“ The situation is dismal. 
Meat costs are frightening. 
Yet we do buy it less expen- j 
sive cuts—but meat,” reports 
Anita Fial, a director of home 
economics. 
“ Every Sunday 
I 
try to 
cook for the family. Usually I 
broil meat. But last Sunday, 
instead of the customary sir­ 
loin steak, 1 used round steak, j 
Not so tender but it tasted 
good,” she say s. “ And the 
cost was much less.” 
Working all day she has no 
time to prepare a nourishing 
meat course for her husband 
and two young children every 
night. One Sunday a month 
she cooks meals for the rest 
of the month. She wraps these 
in meal-size packages and 
freezes them. 
“ In this way I have dinner 
mostly prepared in advanced. 
Also I save money by buying 
larger quantities of meats at 
one time,” she explains. 
Brisket of beef, meat loa\ 
meat sauce for noodles, chi­ 
cken casserole, breast otf chi­ 
cken are a few oi her ad­ 
vance frozen dinners. 
“ I still buy regular milk but 
I ve cut out delivery of it. I 
c o to a drive-in store and buy 
. half-gallons. I cut down on 
wasting food but not on qual­ 
ity.”

Eco n o m ics Research Service, 
lives with her husband and 
two children. 
“ At the supermarket 1 see 
women striving to cut down 
on other purchases to buy 
meat. Meat is the first thing 
they think of when they go 
shopping for the family,” ahe 
observes. “ They simply can’t 
or won’t eat lentils and spag­ 
hetti all the time.”

Artist and furniture m aker-his medium is bread 


PARIS (N EA) — At dawn 
every day, 10 delivery trucks 
set off from the sm all baker’s 
shop on the rue de Cherche- 
Midi on the Lett Bank of the 
Seine packed w ith a P arisian 
favorite—Poilane bread. 
Lionel Poilane, 28, is proud 
to be a third-generation baker 
and the youngest m aster-ba- 
k er in P aris. 
Seme two tons of bread are 
baked daily in his ovens and 
there a re three shifts of men 
w orking on a 24-hour sched­ 
ule. Of 50 em ployes, 20 are 
bakers. 
There is 
nothing 
‘‘fancy’' 
about Poilane bread. It comes 
in four-pound loaves and is 
m ade 
of 
the 
best 
quality 
flour, 
specially 
milled 
and 
rich with all the wholesome 
qualities flour should have. It 
costs 20 per cent m ore than 
white flour. 
For 
the 
Poilane 
fam ily, 
bread is w hat p o tter's clay is 
to the sculptor or wood to a 
cabinet m aker. They firm ly 
believe this is indeed the staff 
of life as well as a religious 
sym bol. T here are, incidental­ 
ly. over 20 proverbs and a 
phorism s in the F rench lea- 
nguage regarding bread. 
Outside of the 
im m ediate 
neighborhood, 
the 
Poilane 
clientele is scattered all over 


the city. M adam e Pompidou 
is a faithful client, so is Bri­ 
gitte Bardot, not to mention 
clients in the United States. 
Mexico. 
Japan, 
Africa 
and 
other rem ote 
points of the 
globe accessible by airplane. 
In the backroom of the shop 
hang some 40 paintings, all 
re p re se n tin g the Poilane loaf 
a n d 
presented 
by 
artist- 
clients. 
The first U. S. astronauts to 
touch down on the moon re­ 
ceived 
a 
personalized 
loaf 
which 
represented 
a 
space 
ship, stars and an astronaut 
floating into space. 
"M y package took as long 
to reach Austin (Texas) as it 
did the astronauts to come 
back to e arth .” said Poilane. 
Has the current slim m ing 
craze caused a drop in the 
bakery business? 
"N ot a t all.” according to 
Lionel, "bread is no m ore fat­ 
tening than any other food ea­ 
ten in m oderation.” 
An unusual object in 
the 
back roon is a large five-arm 
chandelier—m ade of bread, of 
course. 
And 
Lionel 
is 
now 
working on a com plete bed­ 
room suite for Salvador Dali, 
king of the surrealists. 
Al­ 
ready com pleted is a w ar­ 
drobe. This had to be baked 
in sections and fitted like any 


pierce of furniture. The result 
is som ew hat astonishing and 
Lionel 
Poilane sw ears 
that 
each item is no m ore brittle, 
than, let’s say, glass. He next 
is- 
going 
to 
experim ent 
in 
plates m ade of bread. 
All 
the 
Poilane bread 
is 
kneaded by hand as it has 
been since tim e im m em orial. 
Only the leavening, or yeast, 
is "w orked” by a larg e elec­ 
trical m ixer. 
Then there is another m as­ 
te r baker—on the other bank 
of the Seine—who has devoted 
his life to bread. He is M arcel 
Sarrau. 
He com es 
from 
a 
loim line of bakers going back 


to 1429—the y ear of Jo«11 of 
Arc. But he is not content to 
bake bread, he also bakes his­ 


tory . 
Some years ago he held an 
exposition, "B read 
Through­ 
out H istory,” 
which caused 
som ething of a sensation. He 
can tell you all 
about 
the 
bread baked by the Egyp­ 
tians. Greeks, Romans. Gauls 
and others since the begin­ 
ning of history. 
The fact is th at for 65-year- 
old M arcel Sarrau. the origin 
of bread and the baking ot it 
has. since his early 
chool 
da\ s, been an all-absorbing 
passion. 
His 
research 
has 


been extensive and his know­ 
ledge is great. He is consid­ 
ered the No. 1 historian of 
b read and F rench and foreign 
universities often consult him 
on the subject. 
"In ancient tim es and for 
m any 
centuries 
bread 
w as 
considered an essential food, 
also a com plete food,” 
he 
points out. 
From the first 
flat 
"p an ­ 
cak es” cooked between two 
heated stones, it graduated to 
f l o u r 
m ixed 
with 
honey, 
dates, nuts and condim ents. 
D u r i n g 
the 
R enaissance, 
bread w as baked in 
large, 
flat, round or oval loaves on 


which the \ iands and sauces 
w ere served. The lord of the 
m anor usually gave the order 
for the “ p latters” at the end 
of the m eal to be distributed 
to the poor — a greatly ap­ 
preciated gift. E very social 
class had its own bread, the 
fancy loaves for the rich and 
the four-pound loaves for the 
working classes. 
In the book, "T he Book of 
B read .” M arcel S arrau points 
out that for 5,000 years the 
history of bread is bound to 
th at of man and the various 
civilizations. 
It 
proves 
th at 
b read existed 600 years B.C. 
and that in the Rome of Au­ 


gustus. 63 years B. C. and U 
after, there w ere 329 m aster- 
bakers, all G reek, who pro­ 
duced 
a 
great 
variety 
of 
shapes of loaves. 
Records show th at the av­ 
erag e daily consum ption of 
bread has dropped from 
12 
ounces in 1970 to less than 
eight ounces today. The la r­ 
gest bread eaters today are 
the G reeks with 
12 ounces, 
followed by W est G erm any, 
Ireland and Jap an w ith six 
ounces 
daily. 
And 
in 
the 
Middle Ages, bread w as the 
food of the rich envied by the 
poor who often went short of 
i t 


Today, French bread is ap­ 
preciated by connoisseurs the 
w o r ! d 
over. 
But 
Sarrau 
agrees that it's not w hat it 
used to be. 
" I t’s all in the kneading. 
Also, we used to leave bread 
to ferm ent four hours before 
putting it in the oven. Now, 
everything has to be done in 
a hurry and we only let it fer­ 
m ent for two. Soon the neigh­ 
borhood baker will be sup­ 
planted 
by 
autom ated 
fac 
tones. People will e a t pack­ 
aged bread rath er than the 
crcisp ‘baguette’ or yard of 
bread of yesteryear," he rue- 
fuliy concluded.

Not only auto workers idled by slump in car sales

DETROIT (U PI) - The ac­ 
countant in Kansas City who 
decides not to buy a car this 
year because he doesn’t know 
if there will be enough gaso­ 
line may help put a laundress 
in Detroit out of work. 
The real victims of the auto 
sales slump are not the 60,000 
U.S. auto workers who have 
been laid off indefinitely—not 
knowing if they’ll ever be cal­ 
led back to the plants. Most 
hava a wage guarantee that 
gives them up to 95 per cent 
of their take-home pay. 
But a laundress at 
the 
White Tower Laundry in Det­ 
roit, just around ehe corner 
from the huge Chrysler Corp., 
Jefferson Avenue Assembly 
plant, is making just better 
than $3 an hour. If she loses 
her job, all she has is unem­ 
ployment compensation. 
In the first three weeks of 
January, the laundry idled 65 
of its 175 employes—most of 
them women who sort, clean 
and repair the shop aprons, 
gloves and uniforms worn by 
workers in the auto plants. 
The company handles all of 
the commercial laundry dir­ 
tied by Chrysler and Pontiac 
plants in the Detroit area. 
“ We’re dependent wholly on 
the auto plants. If they slow 
down, so do we,” says Harry 
Krause, White Tower own­ 
er. 
“ We’ll call some of these 
workers back when the plants 
pick up and we’re beginning 
to notice that now,” he says. 
At first, the women kind of 
were glad to think they’d get 
a little time off after a lot of 
overtime just like in some of 
the auto plants, 
said one 
worker. 
“ But then they realized this 
could mean their jobs—and 
not for just a couple of days,”

dinosaurs died 


eating poisons 


LONTX)N (UPT) - For 80 
million years dinosaurs mun- 
c h e d 
their 
way 
happily 
around the world they ruled 
by sheer size or by 
un­ 
matched ferocity. 
Then, according to a new 
theory, they fell victim to 
their own taste buds and now 
all that remains of the mig­ 
htiest beasts that ever strode 
the globe are collections of 
bones in museums or in their 
last graveyards. 
There 
have 
been 
many 
theories to explain the disap­ 
pearance of the dinosaurs but 
Prof. Tony Swain of the Roy­ 
al Botanical Gardens at Kew 
believes the clue may lie in 
the fact that the modern-day 
tortoise, also a reptile, is 40 
times less sensitive to the 
taste of alkaloids than is a 
mammal. 
From this he creates this 
scenario for the last act of 
the dinosaur drama: 
The final curtain rises some 
120 million years ago when 
the first flower plants began 
to displace the ferns and ev­ 
ergreens which formed the 
diet of the herbivarous dino­ 
saurs, whose flesh formed the 
diet of their carnivorous cou­ 
sins. 
S o me of the flowering 
plants developed the bitter 
and poisonous alkaloids that 
led insects and mammals to 
avoid them. 
Unable to take the clear 
evidence ot the poison they 
contained, the dinosaurs ate 
them, 
often 
in 
prodigious 
a m o u n t s . 
For example 
brachiosaurus 
may 
have 
weighed 50 tons on the hoof 
with a daily intake of about a 
ton of vegetable matter. 
Experiments with tortoises 
at Kew show that the tortoise 
does taste and react to the 
presence of tannin in its diet 
but is much less apt to turn 
away from food containing al­ 
kaloids. 
And there were ancestors of 
the tortoise around in the age 
of reptiles, so some similarity 
m taste is postulated. 
If the great beasts did ing­ 
est poisons it might help ex- 
, plain, according to Swain, the 
c o n t o r t e d 
p o s t ­ 
ures—suggesting agony —in 
w h i c h 
their 
fossils 
are 
♦"equently found. In addition 
they may have laid eggs with 
shells too thin for healthy 
•if spring. 
Carnivorous dinosaurs pre­ 
sumably were poisoned by 
eating the flesh of the dead 
and dying grazers. 


he said. “ A lot of these wom­ 
en don't even speak English. 
L o s i n g their job means 
they’re altogether out of a 
chance of earning enough to 
feed their families.”

the slump in sales is affecting 
workers in many of the re- 
1 a t e d industries—auto sup­ 
pliers, mechanics, salesmen 
and car washers. 
A salesman for Mclnerey 
Chevrolet, one ot Chicago’s 
largest, reported one sales­ 
man laid off and others to fol­ 
low. 
“ It’s about the same all 
around the city and suburbs.” 
he said. “ We have a big oper- 
nt-'on h?re and our h'lsinpcs is 


way down.” 
Car washers have been af­ 
fected by the shortage of 
working hours since many 
service stations close on Sun­ 
day and in the early even­ 
ing. 
In Dallas, employers still 
are in the “ wait-and-see” pe­ 
riod. not knowing how the 
cutbacks will 
affect them. 
The largest auto plant is Gen­ 
eral Motors’ assembly oper­ 
ation at Arlington, between 
Fort Worth and Dallas, that 
builds the fast-selling Monte 
Carlos, Chevelles and 
Cut­ 
lasses. 
Kelley Sayre, district direc­ 
tor of the State Employment 
Service in the eight-county 
area around Dallas, savs he 


has seen no sign of fallout 
from the auto plant layoffs in 
o t h e r areas— indeed the 
whole energy crisis —so far. 
“ We haven’t seen any sig­ 
nificant layoffs whatever we 
could 
lay 
to 
the 
energy 
crisis,” 
says 
Sayre. 
“ We 
surely would assume that in 
time we would, but to this 
time they are insignificant. 
We get reports from emplo­ 
yers saying it’s too early to 
tell.”

About 
5,000 workers have been idled 
indefinitely and 80 per cent of 
those are able to collect Sup­ 
plemental 
Unemployment 
Benefits (SUB) payments that 
give them as much as 95 per 
cent of their take-home pay.

Freed by the INS—maybe 
only temporarily the service 
thinks or says it thinks—the 
Gypsies dispersed by bus pri­ 
vate car and jet plane.

shale land 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPl) - 
The state of Utah today filed 
suit against Interior Secretary 
Rogers C. B Morton for title 
to more than 157,000 acres of 
valuable oil shale land in 
Eastern Utah. 
The suit, filed is U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court for Utah, charges 
that Morton acted illegally 
and in excess of his authority 
in denying Utah’s claim to 
the lands. 
The land in question in­ 
cludes two 5,000-acre tracts 
which the federal government 
plans to lease for prototype 
oil shaJe development. 
The Utah suit asks the 
court to order all funds re 
ceived in lease fees and bo­ 
nuses the government 
re­ 
ceives from lessees to be 
deposited in interest-bearing 
accounts until the suit is de­ 
cided. 
Utah is claiming the land 
‘In lieu” of acreage deeded 
to the state when Utah ach­ 
ieved statehood, and later ta­ 
ken over by the federal gov- 
emment for national forests, 
Indian reservations and other 
preserves. 
Federal law, according to 
the suit, specifically says that 
repayment to the state of 
lands taken for federal pre­ 
serves must be on an "equal 
acreage” basis, and may m-
